Changes of Stations and New Units Formed 

Company "E," 106th Engineers was disbanded at Jasper, 
February 2, 1927, and reorganized at Apalachicola, Feb- 
ruary 3, 1927. 

Company "F," 106th Engineers was for the first time 
organized at Haines City April 27, 1927. 

Medical Department Detachment, 265th Coast Artillery 
Battalion, was formed for the first time at Jacksonville, 
February 2, 1927. 

Battery "C," 265th Coast Artillery Battalion, was formed 
for the first time at Miami, August 11, 1927. 

Headquarters, 124th Infantry, was moved from Plant 
City to Jacksonville, July 1, 1928. 

Headquarters Company, 2nd Battalion, 124th Infantry, 
with station at Jacksonville and Company "G," 124th In- 
fantry at Starke, were on August 24, 1927, redesignated. 
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the Jacksonville Company becoming Company "G," 124th 
Infantry, and the Starke Company becoming Headquarters 
Company, 2nd Battalion. 

Headquarters Battery, 56th Field Artillery Brigade was 
formed for the first time at Avon Park, January 25, 1927. 

Active State Service 

Tampa Riot: 

Upon the request of the Sheriff of Hillsborough County, 
received by the Adjutant General at one o'clock A. M., 
May 31, 1927, orders were transmitted to Colonel Sumter 
L. Lowry, Jr., 116th Field Artillery to call out as many 
units of his regiment, stationed at Tampa, as, in his judg- 
ment, might be required to render aid to the civil authori- 
ties in maintaining order and protecting prisoners con- 
fined in the Hillsborough County jail. 

This request of the Sheriff was on account of demonstra- 
tions being made by citizens as a result of feeling against 
the prisoner B. F. Levins, accused of murder and confined 
in the Hillsborough County jail. At the time of receipt 
of this call the jail had already been attacked and officers 
of the law fired upon by the mob. Officers had returned 
the fire inflicting casualties to the extent of one dead and 
six wounded. 

A total of forty-nine (49) officers and four hundred 
ninety-four 1 494 1 enlisted men were ultimately called out 
to this duty, from the following organization: 

Regimental Headquarters, 116th Field Artillery, 

1st Battalion, 116th Field Artillery, 

Medical Detachment, 116th Field Artillery, 

2nd Battalion, 116th Field Artillery (less Battery "F"), 

Service Battery, 116th Field Artillery, 

3rd Battalion, 124th Infantry, (less Company "M"). 
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There were extreme disorders in the form of attacks 
upon the troops guarding the jail during the night of May 
3l6t and early morning of June 1st. Resistance to these 
attacks resulted in casualties to the mob of six (6) killed 
and thirty (30) wounded. 

Major General Albert H. Blanding was placed on active 
duty in charge of the general situation June 1st. He 
ordered Colonel Lowry to continue in active command of 
troops. 

The desperate spirit of the mob seems to have subsided 
from the morning of June 1st, although there continued 
some minor disorders. The Tampa troops were first re- 
lieved and Colonel Vivian Collins, 124th Infantry, suc- 
ceeded Colonel Lowry in command of troops. Precaution- 
ary measures were taken until June 6th when all troops 
were withdrawn. 

Hurricane of September, 1928: 

On September 16th, 1928, a severe storm passed over the 
east central portion of the Florida Peninsular. The niosl 
severely affected section being West Palm Beach and 
vicinity and the Everglades area east and south of Lake 
Okeechobee. 

Due to the destruction of means of communication, news 
as to the probable magnitude of the disaster was not re- 
ceived until the afternoon of the 17th. 

Immediately the 1st Battalion and Medical Detachment, 
124th Infantry and Battery "C," 265th Coast Artillery 
Battalion, were ordered to West Palm Beach, where they 
were placed by Major Robert N. Ward, 124th Infantry, 
who commanded the Battalion, so as best to assist the civil 
authorities in protecting property and restoring order. 

Orders were at the same time issued for the Head- 
quarters personnel of the 116th Field Artillery and the 
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Headquarters Battery and Combat Train, 2nd Battalion 
and Battery "F" of that Regiment to proceed to the City 
of Okeechobee for the purpose of rendering assistance in 
the flooded area south of that place. Colonel Lowry of 
the 116th Field Artillery made a survey of the situation at 
Okeechobee and placed Major Roger B. Lyle, 116th Field 
Artillery in command. On September 20th, these troops 
having rendered all the assistance they could in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the City of Okeechobee and it having 
developed that the flooded area to the south was more 
accessible to the troops at West Palm Beach, all 116th 
Field Artillery personnel was relieved from active duty, 
except a kitchen detachment at Clewiston which was fur- 
nished by the Regimental Headquarters Battery and con- 
tinued on duty for about ten days. 

The personal reconnaissance made by The Adjutant 
General over the flooded area in company with the Gov- 
ernor on September 20t hand 21st, gave a comprehensive 
idea of conditions and made possible a much more intelli- 
gent handling of the situation. 

Detachments from the 1st Battalion, 124th Infantry 
were sent to Pahokee under Major Preston Ayers, 124th 
Infantry, and to Belle Glade under Captain Stout, 124th 
Infantry. Both these detachments rendered valuable serv- 
ice to these communities in reorganization and rehabilita- 
tion work and in the recovery of bodies. 

The work of the troops at West Palm Beach and at 
Lake Worth was confined chiefly to guarding property in 
exposed buildings and rendering such other assistance to 
the local authorities as they were called upon to perform. 

Troops were held on duty in the stricken communities 
until in each case the civil authorities gave assurance that 
they were in position to cope with the situation. The last 
detachment to be relieved being from Company "A," 124th 
Infantry at Belle Glade on November 4th. 
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Most excellent service was rendered in this disaster by 
a number of posts of the American Legion. 

Armory Training 

During both 1927 and 1928 the National Guard was 
limited in the number of drills for which they could re- 
ceive compensation from the Federal Government to 48 
per year. It was emphasized to the Florida National 
Guard b ythis office that this limitation, on account of 
shortage of Federal appropriations, was not to be con- 
strued as prohibiting the holding of drills and assemblies 
beyond that number, without compensation, and unit com- 
manders were encouraged to stimulate esprit de corps in 
their organizations which would make the holding of 
drills, for which no pay could be received, possible. This 
met response and a majority of the units held assemblies 
beyond this limit. 

Progressive schedules were followed throughout both 
years with the result that regiments, battalions and special 
units arrived at camp periods at that state of training 
which permitted a high degree of benefit from their field 
training. 

With efficient co-operation of Federal Instructors and 
Sergeant Instructors, very effective schools for officers and 
non-commissioned officers have been operated throughout 
the State, also, on account of our officers affiliation with 
the Reserve Officers' Association, they have received much 
benefit from the Reserve Officers' Association assemblies. 

The encouragement of a co-operative spirit with the 
Officers Reserve Corps, we believe, has been fruitful of 
much mutual benefit. A number of Reserve Officers have, 
under Federal provisions, been attached to National Guard 
organizations in their home cities, assisting our officers in 
imparting military knowledge and themselves receiving 
benefit. 
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The close superivision of Federal Instructor personnel 
and their diplomatic assistance to unit commanders has 
been very gratifying. 

Field Exercises and Camps of Instruction 

Camps of instruction were held during the two-year 
period as follows: 

During 1927: 

(a I At Camp J. Clifford R. Foster— July 10th to 24th: 
State Staff Corps and Department, 
124th Infantry Regiment, 
2nd Battalion, 106th Engineers, 
220th Motor Transport Company, 
124th Motorcycle Company. 

The objective set for the training year (which closes 
with the field training) for the Infantry and Engineer 
troops was "the platoon in attack." Very comprehensive 
training programs and schedule had been prepared in ad- 
vance and were followed under the supervision of Regular 
Army instructors. 

Target practice was held for all troops. Special dem- 
onstrations were given of the employment of machine guns, 
howitzers and trench mortars. 

The 124th Motorcycle Company made an eight-day tour 
of the State. In addition to receiving valuable experience, 
this company created a most favorable impression in the 
cities visited. 

All units at the camp received very favorable ratings 
by the Regular Army Instructors. 

A total of 73 officers, 1 warrant officer and 1,130 enlisted 
men attended this camp. 

Ibl At Camp Beauregard. La., August 7th to 21st: 
Headquarters 31st Division. 
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The Commanding General and the staff officers of the 
division from Florida attended this assembly of the entire 
headquarters staff and personnel. 

Valuable theoretical and practical instruction was re- 
ceived in the functions and operation of a division staff. 

(c) At Camp McClellan, Ala., July 17th to 31st. 

Personnel pertaining to Headquarters 62nd In- 
fantry Brigade. 

The Florida officers of the 62nd Infantry Brigade Staff 
attended and trained with the Brigade Commander and 
the assembled staff. 

(d) At Fort Barrancas, I la.. August 7th to 21st. 

265th Coast Artillery Battalion (Harbor De- 
fense). 

This Battalion is exceptionally fortunate in its place of 
field training. Every possible assistance is, each year, 
rendered it by the Regular Army garrison at Fort Barrancas 
and many courtesies are extended. 

The field training program of the Battalion called for 
Infantry training and a progressive course leading up to 
taget practice at towed target with 10-inch disappearing 
coast defense guns. This course was followed with most 
gratifying results in the practice with service ammunition. 

A total of 8 officers and 1-14- enlisted men attended this 
encampment. 

(e) At Camp Jackson, S. C, July 30th to August 13th. 

Personnel pertaining to Headquarters 56th 
Field Artillery Brigade. 

Headquarters Battery 56th Field Artillery Bri- 
gade. 

116th Field Artillery Regiment. 

The training of the entire command was based on care- 
fully prepared programs and schedules. The objective 
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set for the 116th Field Artillery was "The Training of 
Regimental and Battalion Staff Officers and Details to Func- 
tion as Such as Part of a Field Artillery Brigade, Infantry 
Division, and Training of Batteries to Function as Combat 
Unit in both Day and Night Reconnaissance, Selection and 
Occupation of Positions." 

Individual training was first given consideration and 
then the training of units to function as part of a regiment 
and brigade. Special attention was given the training of 
regimental and battalion staff officers in these subjects 
before each problem of the particular subject. Each prob- 
lem was carired out to actual firing, and critiques were 
held on each problem. 

The Regiment received special commendation on its 
night problem, which was, the occupation of a position, 
and which was worked out under very adverse weather 
conditions. 

Schools for staff officers, battery officers and non-com- 
missioned officers were held daily under Regular Army 
instructors. 

A number of recommendations were submitted by the 
Camp Commander as a result of the experience of tbis 
camp, most of which dealt with camp equipment and the 
handling of mobile equipment. 

There attended this encampment a total of 37 officers, 1 
warrant officer and 594 enlisted men. 

During 1928: 

(a) At Camp J. Clifford R. Foster — June 10th to 24th. 
State State Corps and Departments, 
31st Division Headquarters and Staff, 
Personnel pertaining to Hqs. 62nd Inf. Brigade, 
124th Infantry Regiment, 
2nd Battalion, 106th Engineers, 
124th Motor Transport Company, 
146th Motorcycle Company. 
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This camp was scheduled a month earlier than usual 
with the hope of securing fairer weather, which move was 
justified. 

The entire staff of the 31st Division attending this Camp, 
a new method of camp administration was effected. A 
separate camp headquarters was maintained, relieving the 
headquarters of the 124th Infantry of this work and per- 
mitting that regiment to devote its time exclusively to its 
interior administration and to training. 

The Staff of the 31st Division made a complete set up of 
a division headquarters and its training embraced the 
solving of problems affecting all branches and departments 
of the Staff. Lectures on various subjects pertinent to 
their duties were given by both Regular Army personnel 
and members of the Staff. 

The other organizations attending, all followed pro- 
gressive schedules of training which had been prepared 
in advance and which were successive to the instruction 
received in their armory training since the last preceding 
camp. 

Range practice was held by all units. 

A total of 88 officers, 1 warrant officer and 1,141 enlisted 
men of the Florida National Guard attended this camp. 

(b) At Camp Jackson, S. C, July 29th to August 12th. 

Personnel pertaining to Hqs. 56th Filed Artillery 

Brigade, 

Hqs. Battery, 56th Field Artillery Brigade, 

116th Field Artillery Regiment. 

The training program and schedules for this camp fol- 
lowed progressively the armory instruction of the past 
year. A number of tactical and strategic problems were 
worked out under the supervision of Regular Army in- 
structors. 
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Special attention was given the training of staff officers 
in their combat functions. The final regimental problem 
was "The Occupation of a Position," the different phases 
of the problem being turned over successively to Regi- 
mental Staff, Battalion Commanders and Battery Com- 
manders, critiques being held of each phase before the 
problem was passed down, and errors pointed out. 

Service practice was held the last two and a half days 
of the field training period. A total of 1,500 rounds of 
shrapnel and 47 rounds of high explosive shells were 
fired. 

A total of 51 officers, 1 warrant officer and 621 enlisted 
men attended this encampment. 

(cl At Fort Barrancas, Fla., August 5th to 19th. 

265th Coast Artillery Battalion (Harbor De- 
fense ) . 

As in previous years the Commanding Officer of Fort 
Barrancas was most liberal in the matter of instructor 
personnel for the training of the Battalion and in every 
possible way rendered assistance. 

The first part of the period was taken up in basic train- 
in?:, infantry drill and ceremonies. 

Each battery fired one hundred rounds of sub-caliber am- 
munition in preparing for service practice. As formerly, 
both sub-caliber and service practice was with 10-inch 
disappearing sea coast guns. 

Two days were devoted to small arm practice, a cup 
being won by the Headquarters Detachment. 

All batteries were rated "Very Satisfactory" 1 ou their 
service practice. 

Total attendance 11 officers, 231 enlisted men. 
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SUMMERALL TESTIMONIAL 

Carrying out the instructions of the Governor, a very 
impressive ceremony as held in Jacksonville on January 
17th, 1928, at which the saber which had been authorized 
by the Legislature of 1927 was presented to Major General 
Charles P. Summerall, United States Army. This was by 
way of a testimonial of appreciation of his native State of 
the distinguished military service of General Summerall. 

National iMatches 

The Florida National Guard was represented at the 
National Matches at Camp Perry, Ohio, in both 1927 and 
1928, and made creditable showings. The reports of the 
team captains are appendices to this report. 

Rifle Ranges 

The establishing of rifle ranges at home stations of 
National Guard units with the Federal assistance which is 
authorized has been encouraged with very good results. 
There are now a total of eight ranges throughout the State 
available for small arms practice. This includes the 150 
target range at Camp J. Clifford R. Foster, which is used 
by the troops in Jacksonville. 

In addition to the target range at Camp J. Clifford R. 
Foster, the Federal Government leases and maintains tar- 
get ranges at the following places: 

Service Company, 124th Infantry, St. Augustine, Fla. 
Company "C," 124th Infantry, West Palm Beach, Fla. 
Company "D," 124th Infantry, Sanford, Fla. 
Hqs. Co., 2nd Bn., 124th Infantry, Starke, Fla. 
Company "H," 124th Infantry, Lake City, Fla. 
Company "K," and Hq. Co., 3rd Bn., Orlando, Fla. 
Service Battery, 116th F. A., Winter Haven, Fla. 
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Public Military Property 

The care of public military property in the Florida 
National Guard is one of the greatest problems of the 
Military Department. 

All Federal property of the National Guard is issued to 
the State and the Federal Government looks to the State 
for its proper care and use. The State in turn must issue 
this property to units in order that it may serve its pur- 
pose. The problem of impressing unit commanders with 
the magnitude of their financial responsibility in the equip- 
ment issued (from $25,000.00 to $125,000.00) and of in- 
structing them in proper care and accounting requires fre- 
quent checks and inspections and a great deal of corres- 
pondence. 

For the protection of the State, officers who are account- 
able for property are bonded in the sum of $2,500.00. 
Formerly all officers of the Florida National Guard were 
bonded for $1,000.00 each, the officer being required to 
secure the bond and the State paying the premium. So 
much difficulty was experienced in securing premiums 
within the State allowance and also in collecting principals 
in the cases of delinquent officers that late in 1928 a 
schedule bond was entered into with the Royal Indemnity 
Company, covering, instead of all officers, only those who 
were accountable for property and for $2,500.00 instead 
of $1,000.00. Although this system has not been in effect 
long enough for much experience as to its working, it is 
believed that it will prove most satisfactory. 

The number of inspections of property has been in- 
creased since the last report of this Department, battalion 
commanders being required to make two visits to the units 
of their battalions each year and post commanders making 
one physical check of the property of units at their station. 
This has had not only the effect of locating actual short- 
ages but has tended to impress unit commanders with their 
responsibility. 
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The sum collected during 1927 and 1928 from officers 
and soldiers who were responsible for property lost and 
unaccounted for during that period totaled $5,266.23. 

Accounting for Public Funds 

New regulations dealing with the handling of money 
accounts were published in August, 1927, going very much 
into detail and giving specific instructions as to how both 
Public Monies (State Funds) and Organization Funds 
should be handled. 

Detail instructions are necessary because of the large 
turn-over of personnel in the National Guard and particu- 
larly of unit commanders. 

Funds in the hands of organization commanders are in- 
spected periodically by post commanders and battalion 
commanders, as well as an occasional check by a repre- 
sentative from this office. Although occasional small errors 
and irregularities are found,, on the whole the accounts 
are well kept. 

The regulations require the yearly inspection of organi- 
zation funds. During the year 1928 all funds of the various 
organizations throughout the State, except those at Tampa 
and Jacksonville, were inspected by the State Quarter- 
master in conjunction with the annual inspection of arm- 
ories and the property stored therein. This audit has re- 
sulted in the correction of irregularities in the keeping and 
disbursing of organization funds. 

Uniform Clothing 

Advice has been received from the Chief, Militia Bureau, 
to the effect that the Federal Government will provide for 
the replacement of the present poor quality war stock uni- 
forms with a high grade new pattern uniform, beginning 
distribution in the year 1930. This is a much needed step 
and will add materially to the appearance of the National 
Guard and to its morale. 
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The State Arsenal, St. Augustine. I'i.v. 
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State Arsenal 

A considerable amount of work has been done during 
the two-year period covered by this report in repairing 
and improving the buildings at State Headquarters. The 
buildings were in poor condition when taken over from 
the Federal Government but a progressive scheme of re- 
pairs has been followed and nearly all are in excellent 
shape, though all are in need of repainting. The electric 
light wiring has been gone over and changed to conform 
to the underwriters specifications. The heating plant has 
been remodelled. The city water supply has been cut off 
and an old well on the reservation has been renewed and 
is now used for all purposes. A section of the sea wall 
bordering the Matauzas River has been extended so that 
the entire property is now protected. The land thus added 
has been filled in. Damage caused by the storm of Sep- 
tember, 1928, amounting to approximately $1,500.00 has 
been repaired. 

Armories 

Some progress has been made in improving armory 
facilities. "Company "C," 124th Infantry, now occupies a 
suitable city-owned building in West Palm Beach. No 
rental is charged but it is incumbent on the State to keep 
the armory in condition for occupancy. Company "D" and 
the Medical Detachment, 124th Infantry, at Sanford have 
been moved into better and more commodious quarters 
at a saving in the annual rental. 

Some of the armories in the southern part of the State 
suffered damages from the storm of 1928. These have been 
repaired from the annual appropriation. Steel lockers 
have been installed at State expense in the Armories at 
Arcadia, Bartow, Winter Haven, Tallahassee, Lakeland, 
Key West, Avon Park, Haines City, Fort Myers, Plant City, 
Apalachicola and Sanford.

Organization Funds and Other Funds 

During the year 1927 the War Department returned to 
the various States certain monies that were in possession 
of organizations, accredited to those States, at the time 
they were demobilized, subsequent to the World War. 

Existing organizations that could trace a connection with 
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these World War organizations were allotted their pro- 
portionate share of these funds direct by the War Depart- 
ment. An aggregate of $8,633.17 was so allotted. In addi- 
tion thereto, there weer World War units that could trace 
no connection with existing units and the funds belonging 
to them (known as "Other Funds") were allotted to the 
State of Florida. A total of $8,234.37 was so allotted.

Balance on hand, January 1, 1929 $3,350.76 

The balance remaining on hand, $3,350.76, is held with 
the approval of the Governor for disbursements under 
such projects as may be aproved by him. It is contem- 
plated that this fund be used in the future for the pay- 
ment of the expenses of soldiers and officers who have 
incurred disease or have died in the Service, and whose 
expenses incurred on account of illness or burial cannot 
be paid either by the State or the Federal Government. 
Such payments to. be made after appropriate administra- 
tive action. 

State Camp Grounds 

During the past two years great progress has been made 
toward the completion of the State Camp Grounds at Camp 
J. Clifford R. Foster. It will be remembered that part of 
this Camp is owned by the State and part by the Federal 
Government and that the completion and upkeep of the 
Camp itself is a joint project. 

As indicating what has been accomplished, the following 
inventory of specific projects is submitted: 

a. Swimming Pool. A large pool 100 feet in length 
and 50 feet wide with a maximum depth of 9 feet of water 
at the deep end and 4 feet of water at the shallow end, was 
constructed. This construction conforms to the require- 
ments of the State Board of Health and has proven a 
valuable addition to the Camp. In addition to the pool 
itself, one of the large temporary buildings was repaired, 
altered and painted for use as dressing rooms in connec- 
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tion with the pool. A latrine at this place was also re- 
habilitated and repaired. 

6. A fence has been erected on the west boundary of 
the Government Reservation. The type of fence used is 
the Cyclone, 6-foot, non-climable and of very substantial 
construction. An ornamental entrance combining sentry 
houses together with the gates, was also constructed. Cat- 
tle can now be excluded from the Reservation and further 
improvement may be undertaken. 

c. Two large warehouses at the west end of the Reserva- 
tion have been rendered permanent, repaired and re- 
painted. 

il. The small building north of the Service Club used 
as Camp Headquarters during 1928, has been rehabilitated 
and repaired. 

e. Two kitchens in the west camp have been rehabili- 
tated and made permanent. 

/. One officer's latrine and one enlisted men's latrine in 
the west camp have been rehabilitated and repainted. 

g. Building No. 803, storeroom and shop, near entrance 
of the Camp, has been rebuilt and made permanent. 

h. A concrete coal shed for the storage of fuel has been 
erected just north of the railroad spur. 

i. 100 tent floors have been constructed. 

j. A band stand has been erected just east of the head- 
quarters of the Infantry Camp. 

A-. A portion of the dock was destroyed by fire during 
1928. It was found impossible to repair the burnt part 
and it was necessary to rebuild the entire structure from 
the water line up. 

/. Eighteen temporary wooden buildings have been 
taken down and the material salvaged and used in the re- 
pair of other buildings.

m. A Combat Range for the use of Infantry Troops was 
constructed. 

n. The firing points on existing range were enlarged 
and raised to facilitate firing. 

o. Much work was done on filling aud draining the ex- 
isting Range. 

p. Wiring was provided for all the tents in the Infantry- 
Camp. 

q. Sewer system of the Infantry Camp was over-hauled 
and additional man-holes and drains provided. 

r. Additional facilities in the four Battalion latrines 
were provided. 

s. Twenty kitchens and mess halls in the Infantry 
Camp were extended, providing additional space for the 
messing of the men and storage of food and also provided 
a place for the permanent storage of refrigerators. 

t. The twenty kitchens in the Infantry Camp were con- 
nected with the sewer system and a concrete wash stand 
provided in each kitchen. 

u. A new brick road was constructed in front of the 
Post Exchange and the Recreation Center. Parking space 
was provided in front of the Post Exchange. 

v. The road along the kitchens has been improved and 
repaired. 

w. A road to the warehouse at the west end of the 
Reservation was constructed. 

x. The greater part of the State owned part of the 
Reservation has been regraded and the low space between 
the Quartermaster warehouse and Infantry Camp has been 
filled in. All of the underbrush and trees have been 
trimmed out and the space near the entrance of the Camp 
has been cleared. 
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Many concrete bases of the old buildings were removed 
and the material secured thereby used in constructing 
drainage ditches. 

Trees have been planted about the Infantry Camp and 
concrete posts capped with captured German shells have 
been placed at important road crossings. 

Other Camp Projects: 

The following additional projects are included in the 
program for the rehabilitation of the Camp: 

a. Rehabilitating 9 kitchens for enlisted men. 

b. Rehabilitating 4 latrines for enlisted men. 

c. Rehabilitating 1 officer's latrine. 

d. Extending pistol butts and pistol range. 

e. Providing concrete floors for mess shelters and bat- 
talion latrines in the Infantry Camp. 

/. Construction of two additional caretaker's cottages. 

g. Bricking existing road from Quartermaster ware- 
house east to the main road leading out of Camp. 

h. Bricking the north and south road connecting with 
the new brick road east of the Post Exchange and Recrea- 
tion Center. 

World War Trophies 

Under the Act of Congress of June 7, 1924, provision was 
made for the distribution to the several states and terri- 
tories of certain captured relics of the World War. 

Allocation to the States of the captured guns and muni- 
tions was made by the Secretary of War and allotment of 
the trophies within the states was made by the Adjutant 
General under direction of the Governor. 

Under the rules promulgated these relics were issued to 
municipalities only, so as to insure their permanent main- 
tenance. Within the cities to which issues were made, the 
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custody of the trophies may be given by the city authori- 
ties to patriotic or other appropriate organizations having 
facilities for their care and display. It being understood 
that preference will be given to posts of the American 
Legion, National Guard posts and museums. 

Upon receipt of information as to the quantities of these 
trophies available for the State of Florida, information wan 
sent out to the various municipalities and requests were 
filled in the order in which they were received. Unfor- 
tunately there were not enough of the large cannons and 
field pieces to fill the demand, but the smaller trophies 
such as firearms, machine guns, shells, etc., were made up 
into sets and such municipalities as could not be given 
guns were offered sets of the smaller trophies. Most of 
these trophies have been disposed of but there is a small 
quantity of these relics still remaining to be distributed 
and an occasional request for them is received. The ar- 
ticles remaining on hand include bayonets, belt feeding 
machines, machine gun belt boxes, buckles, canteens, hel- 
mets, rifles and empty steel shells. 

Approximately one hundred requests for these trophies 
were received from municipalities. These requests were 
all filled with the exception of several that requested large 
field pieces that were not available. 

Three of the field pieces were retained at Camp Foster, 
being displayed on the drill ground at that place. One 
field piece is at St. Augustine and is displayed at State 
Headquarters. Several specimens of the smaller trophies 
were also retatined and it is contemplated displaying them 
in the Library at State Headquarters. 

Ex-Sehvice Men's Bureau 

The State Service Officer, who maintains office in Jack- 
sonville in order that he may have close contact with the 
branch of the United States Veterans' Bureau at that place. 
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shows by his monthly reports to their office that a total of 
306 cases were handled by him during 1927 and about 900 
during 1928. 

The Annual Report of the State Service Officer for 1928 
being rather comprehensive and showing a scope of his 
work is attached to this report as an appendix. 

Military Records of the World War 

The work of copying the 45,000 individual record cards 
of World War Veterans has gone forward throughout the 
past two years. It becoming evident that this work would 
be unduly protracted as a spare time project, a special 
force was employed for that purpose in August of 1928. 
It is estimated that the copying will be completed by 
March 1, 1929. This duplicate set will then be arranged 
alphabetically by counties and made available to county 
officials, American Legion posts and other interested 
agencies. 

Legislation 

No recommendations for Legislation are in form for 
presentation at this time. It is contemplated calling a con- 
ference of the senior officers of the Florida National Gaurd 
early in 1929 for consideration of a number of proposed 
changes in the Military Code. 

Conclusion 

The progressive course of training that has been fol- 
lowed the past two years has brought the Guard to a very 
high state of efficiency and has amply justified the efforts 
of our instructors and senior officers. 

AH units that are authorized to the State are formed 
and the full man power that is authorized is recruited. 
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The service of the Guard in the aid of civil authorities 
has brought it before the public in a favorable light and 
has resulted in numerous requests from cities throughout 
the State for National Guard organizations -all of which 
must, of necessity, be denied on account of the meagerness 
of Federal appropriation, for the support of the National 
Guard. 

The undersigned desires to report his apprepriation of 
the co-operation of the officers of the Guard and his grat- 
itude for the support in his administration of the Military 
Department by the Executive Department.

Subject: Report — Florida National Guard Team at 
National Matches. 

To: Adjutant General, St. Augustine, Florida. 

1. All of the officers and men who were selected to con- 
stitute the Florida National Guard Rifle Team to partici- 
pate in the National Matches assembled at Jacksonville, 
Florida, on August 26th, leaving there at 8:20 en route 
to Camp Perry, Ohio, arriving at Camp Perry at 8:30 the 
morning of the 28th. We were assigned tentage, drew 
Quartermaster and Ordinance supplies, made camp and 
cleaned ordinance. Monday morning the full team at- 
tended the preliminary school of instruction for small 
arms firing, which took up the full day. Tuesday morning 
we started firing on the range, under the direction of 
Small Arms Firing School, continuing through Wednesday 
and Thursday. Friday, September 2nd, we started firing 
matches, which continued until Thursday, September 15th, 
which day was turned over for the National Match Team 
practice. Friday, the 16th, the National Matches started. 
The weather was very favorable. I consider the men made 
an excellent showing when there is taken into consideration 
the limited opportunity for team practice. The total score 
of the team was 2641, which was well above some of the 
teams which had practiced at their home range as much 
as six to ten days prior to going to Camp Perry. 
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2. The conduct of te men was excellent and the morale 
high, as the men displayed a wonderful amount of interest 
and enthusiasm. The personnel of the team was the highest 
of any team with which I have ever had the pleasure of 
attending the National Matches, and I consider the knowl- 
edge gained by the instruction and actual firing during 
these matches will not only be beneficial to the individuals 
who fired, but will reflect through the organizations to 
which these men belong. I believe the interest and en- 
thusiasm shown will encourage them to impart their knowl- 
adge to the men of their organizations and I am confident 
that we will all see the results, at our next annual en- 
campment, by the additional marksmanship qualifications 
that will be made. 

3. Lieut. Crain of Hqs. Company, 3rd Battalion, made 
19th place in the National Individual Match, receiving 
a silver medal and also gold medal in the Civilian Classifi- 
cation, which I consider an excellent showing. Several of 
the other men won money in the individual matches but 
did not shoot high enough to be given special mention. 
The team left for their home station and arrived at Jack- 
sonville on the 19th.

2. The trip to Camp Perry was made without incident, 
arriving August 26, 1928.

All 
of the team members won expert marksmanship medals 
in the National Rifle Association Matches, shooting 1925 
ammunition. 

A financial statement covering these matches is attached. 
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The National Matches opened September 10th, with the 
shooting of the National Individual Pistol Match, with 617 
entries. Six members of the team fired in this match with 
the following results:

Annual Report of the State Service Officer 

Dear Sir: 

I have the honor to submit herewith the annual report 
of the State Service Officer for the year 1928. 

This office has handled about nine hundred cases by cor- 
respondence and one hundred and fifty by personal con- 
tact. About 50 /c of these cases have been hospitalization 
cases, and in practically every case hospitalization has been 
secured for the ex-service man. About 40% of the cases 
have been compensation cases, in which service connection 
for present disabilities, or increased compensation have 
been sought. A small per cent of these were new claims, 
as the majority of the ex-service men who are suffering 
from disabilities have already filed claims for compensa- 
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linn, and it is extremely difficult at this late date to es- 
tablish service connection on new claims. However, this 
office has been very successful, where the required evidence 
was available, in obtaining service connection and a fav- 
orable rating. A large number of the cases were old claims 
which have been before the Bureau for a number of years, 
and in most cases every means of obtaining the proper 
evidence has been exhausted, consequently it has been im- 
possible to get favorable results. The State Service Officer 
has succeeded in re-opening a number of insurance claims 
which have been discontinued for sometime, and has suc- 
ceeded in obtaining substantial payments in several 
instances. 

The State Service Officer has been able to assist heirs in 
obtaining proper legal assistance in establishing claims be- 
fore various courts in the State to enable them to protect 
their inheritance rights. 

Fifteen burial claims have been submitted, most of 
which have been paid, while others are pending. 

In conjunction with the Regional Attorney, the State 
Service Officer has been able to keep in close contact with 
guardianship of incompetents and minors throughout the 
State and assist in providing for the proper handling of 
funds in the hands of these guardians. 

This office has also been successful in obtaining for a 
number of ex-service men Adjusted Service Certificates 
which were illegally held by othre parties. 

The State Service Officer attended the Winter Confer- 
ence of the American Legion at Jacksonville in January, 
the Department Convention in Coral Cables and the Sum- 
mer Conference at Plant City. 

The proper functioning of this office has required a large 
amount of travel, one case in particular required investiga- 
tion from Falmouth in Suwannee County to Sebring in 
Highlands County. 
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The State Hospital at Chattahoochee, State Farm at 
Raiford and United States Veterans Hospital No. 63, at 
Lake City have been visited a number of times in the 
course of investigation of claims. 

Post Officers of most of the Legion Posts in the State 
have been contacted at various times with most satisfactory 
results. 

Due to friendly co-operation of the Jacksonivlle Regional 
Office of the United States Veterans Bureau this work has 
been carired on at a minimum expense. However, it is 
recommended that the next session of the Legislature be 
requested to amend the statute authorizing this office to 
the extent that funds may be provided for office and clerical 
expense. Through he courtesy of the Regional Manager of 
the United States Veterans Bureau, desk space has been 
afforded the State Service Officer which has made possible 
the proper handling of this work.

General Orders 

No. 1. 

Active Military Duty Within the State 

1. The necessity for a military force for Slate uses arises from 
the fact that back of the sovereign power of the State there most he 
adequate power for the enforcement of law and the preservation of 
the public peace. The instances where such a force is required 
usually occur in communities where mob spirit has been aroused 
and the civil authorities find themselves unable, for the time being, 
to cope with the situation. Occasionally disasters occur that disor- 
ganize the civil agencies of government, and troops are needed to 
protect public property and carry out measures of relief, as well as 
to give assurance that order will be maintained and to assist the 
civil authorities in enforcing the law. 

Classes of Active Duty Defined 

2. A condition of extreme disorder may sometimes arise, when 
the civil agencies of government are rendered entirely ineffective; 
or a disaster may occur that is of such magnitude as to disorganize 
the civil government so that it is unable to function. In such cases 
the public interest require that the civil government be temporarily 
replaced by military rule. This involves the exercise of martial 
law. Happily the conditions under which martial late must be put 
in effect are very rare. It has only been invoked once or twice in 
this State; notably on the occasion of the almost complete destruction 
of ihe City of Jacksonville by fire of 1901. It frequently happens, 
however, that troops must be called out in aid of the civil authorities, 
which is a very different matter. Military rule does not, in the 
latter case, supersede the civil authority, but on the contrary, is used 
to sustain and strengthen it. Conditions may exist that render it 
necessary to entrust the execution of most all of the functions of 
local government to the military, such, for example, as the oumIm 
of all police power, yet this does not necessarily involve the exercise 
of martial law. The duly being so performed would be for the 
purpose of maintaining and supporting the civil authority. It is 
highly important that this distinction as to the character of service 
that may be performed by the State's military force be fully under- 
stood by the public generally, and particularly by civil officials and 
the officers and members of the portion of the militia organized and 
designated as the Florida National Guard. In the minds of many 
people, including those in the military service, the terms "military 
laic," "martial late" and "military government" are frequently con- 
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fused. It will be of advantage, therefore, to define them. "Military 
law" is the law that governs the soldier, in peace and in war, at 
home and abroad. "Martial law" is the means for preserving or- 
der that is put in effect by the sovereign power of the State, wherever 
the civil authorities are unable to maintain the public peace and 
enforce the law, and which is enforced by a military commander 
over the civilian population within a certain designated district. 
"Military Government'' cannot be set up within the State by a mili- 
tary force. This term is only used to describe, in a technical sense, 
a type of government that may be set up by our national military 
forces beyond the territorial limits of the United States, in an enemy 
country, or in a country in which the United States may temporarily 
assume control over civil affairs. 

Martial Law 

3. The term martial laiv is so loosely used as to cause much 
confusion of mind. It is often employed to denote any form of 
exercise of authority by the military over civilians. The mere ap- 
pearance of a military force under arms in a disordered community 
is frequently accepted as an indication that martial law is in effect, 
whereas the troops may be present only to aid the civil authorities. 
As a matter of fact, the term "martial law" is a misnomer, in that it 
defines a situation in which law has become ineffective and in which 
the State has been obliged to establish military rule. In this con- 
nection it should be noted that "martial law" is not provided for by 
statute, or even in the Slate Constitution. "Martial law is the 
exercise by the Government of the inherent right of self-defense by 
the use of military power when the processes of law are ineffective. 
With reference to the use of military power by a State, the Supreme 
Court of the United States has declared ( Luther vs. Borden, 7 How. 
451: 

"The power is essential to the existence of every government, 
essential to the preservation of order and free institutions, and 
is as necessary to the States of the Union as to any other gov- 
ernment. The State itself must determine what degree of force 
the crisis demands." 

Martial law is only justified and proper when the courts are 
unable to function and the laws of the land cannot be duly enforced. 
From the above outline of what the institution of martial law in- 
volves, it is perfectly obvious that it should not be put in effect 
within the State except by the decision of the highest authority, its 
Chief Executive. Military commanders will not, therefore, attempt 
to employ it or to declare il in effect without the express authority of 
the Governor, made known by his proclamation. In a situation 
which seems to rail for the exercise of martial law, the military 
commander present will report the facts, comprehensively, to the 
Governor, through The Adjutant General, and await instructions. 

a. Legal principles that apply: Only an officer of high rank, 
wide experience and special capacity would be selected to command 
troops called out on active duty under conditions that make neces- 
sary the exercise of martial law. The possibility that officers may 
at some time have this unusual responsibility thrust upon them, 
make it highly important that at least those of. senior grade shall 
inform themselves fully as to what would be required of them 
under such circumstances. A book, entitled "Military Aid to the 
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Civil Power," published by The General Service Schools of the 
Army, Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, deals most comprehensively with 
the application of correct legal principles in the use of militarj 
force. A careful reading and study of this book is recommended for 
all officers of field grade. 

Duty in Aid of Civil Authorities 

4. Organizations of the Florida National Guard are most fre- 
quently called upon for active service to support the civil aulhorilie- 
in the execution of the law and the enforcement of order. This 
character of duly is defined by State statute as "Active duty in aid 
of the civil authorities." This term is more fittingly descriptive of 
the kind of duty to be performed than the term "riot duly." some- 
times employed. 

5. Section 31 of the Military Code prescribes the purposes for 
which troops may be called out lo aid the civil authorities; Section 
32 prescribes how they are called out and as there has been some 
misunderstanding of this matter, it should be noted that the order of 
the Governor is required, and that troops cannot be called out by 
order of a county judge, sheriff or other civil official. Under the 
law, and the system of discipline prescribed for the military service, 
the orders of the Governor are communicated through The Adjutant 
General, and all communications from military commanders to the 
Governor are submitted through The Adjutant General, who is the 
Chief of Staff and Executive Officer of the Commander-in-Chief in 
the administration of military affairs. Orders from The Adjutant 
General calling out troops are, therefore, the orders of the Gov- 
ernor. Section 32 of the Military Code contains the proviso, how- 
ever, that if military aid is required, and civil officials are unable 
to get in touch with the Governor, they may communicate with The 
Adjutant General, who is given authority, in such cases, to art. 

Conditions of Service — Tactical Methods 

6. Section 34 of the Military Code prescribes that when troops 
are called out in aid of the civil authorities, the military commander 
shall report upon arrival in the disturbed area, to the civil official 
in authority there (normally the Sheriff of the County). The latter 
shall give directions to the military commander as to the general or 
specific objects to be accomplished, as for example, the guarding of 
a prisoner; the maintenance of order and enforcement of certain 
civil regulations within a prescribed area; the arrest of certain 
individuals; the suppression of a mob; clearing of the streets; pro- 
tection of certain specified property; etc. The tactical direction of 
the troops in attaining the announced objective, the kind and extent 
of force o be used, and the particular method of operations to be 
employed, are matters to be determined only by the military com- 
mander. It is obvious, therefore, that the latter should be fully 
advised as lo his responsibilities and powers, and have a thorough 
knowledge and good understanding of the tactical methods which 
it has been determined may most successfully be used in civil dis- 
turbances. A full acquaintance with the provisions of the State law 
concerning the employment of troops in aid of the civil authorities 
is ^ of first importance. The tactical procedure recommended for 
"riot duty" is set out in a pamphlet prepared by the 'War Plans 
Division of the General Staff, entitled "Military Protection." issued 
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in 1919 and distributed to all organizations of the Florida National 
Guard. This is the prescribed text-book upon the tactics of "riot 
duty" and should be made a part of the course of instruction in all 
Post Schools. "Control of Mobs by Chemical Warfare" is a com- 
pilation from War Department publications upon that subject, pre- 
pared and issued from the office of The Adjutant General of Florida 
with Circular Letter No. 41, under date of September 13, 1926; other 
supplementary publications dealing with the tactics of riot duty are 
"A Treatise on Riot Duty for the National Guard," by Bellews, and 
"Riot Duty," by Colonel James A. Moss. 

Obdebs 

7. Orders from the office of The Adjutant General calling out 
a body of troops for duly in aid o fthe civil authorities will be 
addressed to the Commanding Officer of the organization to be em- 
ployed and will direct him to proceed with the troops under him to 
a given point for the purpose of aiding the civil authorities, there 
to report to the sheriff of the county or some other designated civil 
authority. If the service to be performed involves any unusual 
conditions which should be prepared for, the order will set forth 
this information. Upon the reecipt of such an order the military 
commander receiving it will immediately call out the troops under 
him. 

a. Assembling for active duty: It should be a matter of constant 
investigation by responsible commanders that the squad system be 
so operated in each unit that corporals will have the names, ad- 
dresses and telephone numbers of the enlisted men composing their 
squads; the sergeants who are chiefs of sections; the names, ad- 
dresses and telephone numbers of the corporals of their respective 
sections, etc. These lists, combined so as to show the names, places 
of residence and business, and telephone numbers of all members 
of the organization, should at all times be kept up to date and posted 
in the armory so that it will be available, in an emergency, to all 
concerned. Under this system an order to assemble the command 
can be expeditiously executed. In cases where all men have not 
been assembled at the time fixed for the organization to move, the 
commanding officer should have a capable officer or non-commis- 
sioned officer with orders to assemble the remaining members of the 
unit and joint the command by next train. Where several units are 
called out, the commander may designate a single officer to perform 
this duty and require all unit commanders to supply that officer with 
lists of individuals to be assembled. It should be remembered, how- 
ever, that it is an indication of the efficiency and effectiveness of an 
organiaztion that its entire personnel can be assembled in emergency 
with the utmost promptitude. 

b. Acknowledgment of order: A military commander receiving 
an order calling out the troops under him for active duty in aid of 
the civil authorities will immediately acknowledge the receipt of 
such order by telegraphing or telephoning The Adjutant General, 
and indicate the action being taken under such order. 

c. Instructions from civil authorities: An officer commanding 
troops ordered out in aid of the civil authorities will require of the 
sheriff or other civil authority to whom he reports, specific instruc- 
tions as to the co-operation required of the troops; this as contem- 
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plated under paragraph 7 of ihi- order. The instructions of the 
civil authority should be in writing and in substantially the follow- 
ing form: 

"City, hour and dale. 

To the Commanding Officer, 

Company 'A,' 124th Infantry, 

Sir: 

You are hereby directed to protect the county jail of this 
County, situated at 421 Main Street, from threatened mob attack 
and to guard and protect the prisoners confined therein.^ \ ou 
will also disperse any mob that may attempt to assemble in that 
vicinity, and will prevent idling or lounging in the streets near 
the jail, and you will arrest and turn over to the undersigned or 
my deputies any person or persons committing or attempting to 
commit any act of disorder. 

Richard Roe, Sheriff," 
Discipline 

8. Section 33 of the Military Code prescribes special penalties 
for officers or soldiers who may receive an order calling them out 

for active duty and who may fail or refnse to comply with such 
order. The interests of discipline require that this provision of the 
law shall be enforced with firmness, and commanding officers of all 
units of the National Guard are required to initiate disciplinary 
action in all such cases. 

a. Conduct o/ the troops: The calling out of troops to aid the 
civil authorities in the maintenance of order and the enforcement 
of the law, presupposes a special obligation upon those in the mili- 
tary service to obey the law themselves and to observe such stand- 
ards of conduct as will entitle them to respect, and establish confi- 
dence and a sense of security in the minds of the civilian element 
whose safety is entrusted to them. It is expected and required that 
military commanders will deal as severely as the law permits with 
any of those under them who may be guilty of unruly and unsol- 
dierly conduct, or who may infringe upon the personal or properly 
rights of the people who they have been railed out to protect. Any 
officer who may demonstate unfitness for discharging the responsi- 
bility resting upon him will promptly be relieved from duty and the 
facts reported to superior military authority. 

Personnel 

9. Organizaions of the National Guard called out in aid of the 
civil authorities will not take with them any persons other than reg- 
ularly commissioned or enlisted active members of the organization. 
There is no authority of law for employing the services of former 
members of the National Guard, civilians or members of other or- 
ganizations, in the performance of such duty, and in no instance will 
that be done. 
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a. Status of other military branches: It not infrequently hap- 
pens that in times of civil disturbances, or when disasters of gome 
magnitude occur, individuals and even organizations of other 
branches of the military service, or of patriotic organizations, offer. 
or attempt to render voluntary service. No such individuals or 
organizations should be permitted to perform military service in 
the area under the control of a National Guard Commander, except 
under his supervision and direction, and to the extent herein au- 
thorized; this with the exception, of course, of any case in which the 
Legislature or the Governor may have called upon the President 
for military assistance, and Federal troops are sent into the disturbed 
area under the President's order. No military or naval organiza- 
tions, not a part of the Federal National Guard, shall be used in 
active service under arms with the Florida National Guard when 
the latter is called out in aid of the civil authorities; but military 
or naval organizations from branches of the Federal service report- 
ing to the Commanding Officer of the National Guard operating in 
any area on active duty, may be assigned to guard Federal building* 
and protect propeity of the United States. No member of the U. S. 
Officers' Reserve Corps will be placed over or on duty with National 
Guard troops employed on active State duty. It will be understood, 
of course, that military personnel, not of the National Guard, volun- 
teering for service in time of disaster, may be used in the execution 
of relief measures, and in any other consistent activity save in the 
performance of military duly under arms. 

Transportation 

10. a. Rail: An order calling out troops to aid the civil authori- 
ties which involves travel, will be interpreted to mean that the 
shortest usual means of rail transportation will be used. As a rule, 
where the travel is to be by mil, the necessary arrangements for 
the movement will be made from State Headquarters, and the com- 
manding officer of the troops will be so advised. The order may, 
however, direct the local commander to obtain the transportation, 
and a copy of the order will be sufficient authority for the local 
railroad officials to supply the needed transportation. In either case 
the military commander will, as soon as practicable after arriving 
at destination, advise The Adjutant General by telegram of the 
number of officers and enlisted men moved, so that Transportation 
Request to cover may be prepared and sent through him to the 
initial railroad line concerned. 

b. Passenger coaches: The normal basis for movements of 
troops by rail, as to character of equipment supplied, will be the 
same as allowed for troops of the Regular Army, viz: standard 
passenger coaches for short distances, sufficient to accommodate 
three men to two double seats, and for travel exceeding twelve 
hours' duration, where Pullman facilities are not available — one 
man to each double seat. 

c. Pullman service: Where the travel will exceed twelve hours 
and terminate after 12:00 o'clock midnight, Pullman accommoda- 
tions are authorized upon the following basis: 

Officers: Each officer is entitled to a lower berth. 

Enlisted men: One man to be placed in one upper berth. 
Two men to be placed in one lower berth. 
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Three men to be placed in one lower berth and 
one upper berth. 

Four men to be placed in two lower berths. 

Five men to be placed in two lower berths and 
one upper berth. 

Six men to be placed in three lower berths. 

Seven men to be placed in three lower berths and 
one upper berth. 

Eight men to be placed in four lower berths. 

In excess of eight men, on the same basis with a 
view to securing the most economical accommo- 
dations. 

For all movements of enlisted men where Pullman service is 

authorized, tourists' sleeping cars will be used if available. If 

tourists' sleeping cars are not available, standard sleeping car* will 
be used. 

d. Emergency service: The circumstances under which troops are 
called out for active duly seldom permit of arranging for normal 
transportation. The important thing is to effect the movement as 
quickly as possible, and under such conditions it will rest with the 
military commander to secure as suitable and comfortable train 
equipment as possible, within the limits authorized in the preceding 
sections of this paragraph. 

e. Inspection of equipment: Before entraining his men, the mili- 
tary commander will make a careful inspection of (rain equipment 
with the local railroad representative or train conductor; this for 
the purpose, jointly, of making careful written note of any defect or 
damage to such equipment which may exist before the entrainment 
of the troops. A written memorandum signed by both the railroad 
official and the military commander will be prepared and forwarded 
to The Adjutant General. 

11. a. Motor Transport: Where troops are to be moved only a 
short distance, it will sometimes be found most convenient, econom- 
ical and expeditious to transport the troops by motor busses or motor- 
trucks. Unless specially authorized, no such arrangement will be 
made if the expense exceeds the cost of transportation by rail. Where 
motor transportation is used, a written agreement will be entered 
into by the military commander, setting forth the agreed cost of the 
service, which will be limited to a per-capita charge for the transpor- 
tation of officers and men and their equipment. 

b. Drayage: Military commanders are authorized to employ- 
necessary wagons or trucks for hauling the equipment of their com- 
mands from armories to railroad stations, when Government or State 
transportation is not available, and from the depots to their rendez- 
vous at destination, and on the return journey. Care will be taken 
to see that the charge for such service is reasonable and not exceed- 
ing the local rates. The correctness of bills being certified to by 
the military commander. 4 

c. Private vehicles: Private motor vehirles will not be impressed 
by those in the military service; not will the loan of private motor 
vehicles be accepted for use on behalf of the State. Any officer or 
enlisted man accepting the loan of a motor vehicle, or other private 
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properly, will do so al his own risk and will be responsible for any 
damage that may result from its unauthorized use. 

d. Use of privately owned automobiles: No officer or enlisted 
man will use his own automobile as a means of transportation when 
<:alled into active service, except with the approval and authority of 
the commanding officer of the entire body of troops called out. Such 
authority will only be given in emergency and under circumstances 
that justify the separation of the officer or enlisted man from his 
command. Where privately owned automobiles are so used the 
Slate will have no responsibility for their care or upkeep, nor for 
any damage that may result from such use. The officer or enlisted 
man may, however, submit a voucher for expense of travel, at the 
rate of three cents per mile for actual miles travelled, but for not 
exceeding the number of miles representing the distance from his 
home station to point of rendezvous and return. 

e. Authorization for hire oj motor transport: When the employ- 
ment of motor-trucks or other transportation at the point of opera- 
lions is required, special authorization shall be obtained for the hire 
of such transportation. In this connection reference is made to 
Section 29 of Military Code. 

Uniforms, Arms and Equipment 

12, Where troops called out for active duty are ordered beyond 
the limits of their home station, and to a point where they cannot 
operate from their own armories, they should carry with them their 
lull field equipment. It cannot always be anticipated what the dura- 
tion of service will be when troops are called out in aid of the civil 
authorities, for that reason units should be prepared at all times to 
make immediate response to such a call, fully equipped and prepared 
for an indeterminate tour of duty under field conditions — unless 
otherwise specially ordered, full field equipment will be understood 
to embrace cots, bed sacks, two blankets per man, mosquito bars, 
signal and communications equipment, kitchen equipment — including 
field ranges, buckets, garbage cans, V U. cans, and an adequate 
supply of cleaning and preserving materials. 

a. Uniforms: Each officer and enlisted man will be completely 
uniformed and equipped, with necessary toilet articles and changes 
of underclothing and shoes. 

1 1. Arms and ammunition: Each organization called into active 
service will move fully equipped with the type of arms prescribed 
for the use of the organization; except that organizations of Field 
Artillery may be directed in the order calling them out to proceed 
to the designated point with side arras only (pistols or revolvers), 
or, equipped as Infantry, in which case rifles and pertaining equip- 
ment will be taken instead of field pieces. 

c. Ammunition: Each organiaztion of the National Guard is 
required to keep on hand for "riot duty" a supply of reduced charge 
service ammunition. (See C- L. No. 41, A. G. O. Fla.. 1926.) It is 
made the responsibility of each unit commander to see that this 
character of ammunition is issued to troops called out in aid of the 
civil authorities. A supplementary supply of regular service ammu- 
nition may be taken along by the supply officer of the organization.

but will not, ordinarily, be used by troops on "riot duty." Unit 
commanders should withhold the issuance of ammunition until need 
therefor is imminent, and guns will be inspected and all ammunition 
withdrawn from the personnel immediately upon being relieved 
from active duty and before entraining for home stations. 

d. Chemical munitions: Battalion commanders have the_ custody 
of chemical munitions, and will see that they are made available to 
units of their command, under circumstances where the use of tear 
gas, smoke candles, etc.. will be advantageous and effective. (See 
C. L. No. 41, A. G. O. Fla., 1926.) 

e. Billeting: The term "full field equipment" includes tentage. 
of course. There will be circumstances, however, when the troops 
ran with advantage be billeted, either in an armory or other public 
building, or buildings made available by the civil authorities. The 
acceptance of billets will be at the discretion of the military com- 
mander. Where an armory is to be used, it will be occupied only 
with the aprpoval and under the conditions prescribed by the local 
post commander. When a building of any other character is u-i-.l. 
the arrangements for its use must be made by the civil authorities, 
and the military commander will obtain written authorization for 
its occupancy and use. 

Subsistence 

13. Provision for subsisting troops called out in aid of the civil 
authorities is mode under Section 30 of the Military Code. 

a. Subsistence allowance for officers: The law authorizes an 
individual subsistence allowance of one dollar per day for all 
officers, irrespective of grades, when on active State duty. 

This allowance will be paid on the pay rolls, and no other 
expenditure for subsistence for officers can be made. 

b. Subsistence of enlisted personnel: Enlisted men of an organ- 
ization called out for active service are entitled to subsistence from 
the lime of assembly in their armories until their return to station 
and dismissal. 

c. Purchase of cooked meals: Cooked meals may be purchased 
for enlisted personnel to cover the period of travel from home sta- 
tions to the point of disorder, and for the return journey to home 
stations. An expenditure of not exceeding one dollar and twenty 
cents per man per day is authorized for this purpose; when the 
period of travel is less than one day the allowance is at the rate 
of forty cents per meal. This general authority to purchase cooked 
meals will be understood to include one meal after arrival al desti- 
nation, after which the messing facilities of the organization should 
he in operation. 

d. Where a detachment of less than fifteen men is called out for 
active duty, it will not be practicable to operate an organization 
mess, therefore the purchase of cooked meals at the rate specified in 
the preceding paragraph, and for the full period of duty, is author- 
ized. The authority to purchase meals gievn under this and the 
preceding section of this paragraph will not apply to detachments

of less than fifteen men called out with other organizations. In such 
cases the commanding officer of the troops will by order attach any 
such detachment to some other organization that is operating a 
mess; or, if there be several detachments, they will be formed into 
a provisional organization for messing. The purchase of cooked 
meals for enlisted men for other than the actual periods of travel, 
and under conditions other than specified under c and d of this 
paragraph is not authorized. Before cooked meals can be purchased 
under conditions not contemplated and provided for under this para- 
graph, special ' authority must be obtained from The Adjutant Gen- 
eral, as required under Section 29 of the Military Code. 

e. Subsistence in kind: Subsistence for the enlisted personnel 
may be purchased at a cost of not exceeding fifty cents per day, or 
proportionate fraction of a day, for the period for which troops are 
on active duty in aid of the civil authorities; this exclusive of the 
lieriods of travel for which cook meals are purchased. 

f. Preparation of subsistence vouchers: All purchases of sub- 
sistence stores will be covered by proper vouchers, which should be 
obtained by the officer making the purchase. Such vouchers will be 
typewritten or written in ink, and will be prepared in duplicate by 
the individual or concern furnishing the meals or supplies. 

g. In the case of cooked meals, the officer engaging the service 
will indorse upon each copy of the voucher, a certificate in the 
following form, changing the italicized words to fit the case: 

"This voucher covers cooked meals purchased for fifty en- 
listed men of Company 'A' 124th Infantry, F. N. C, on active 
duty en route from Hollywood to Jacksonville, being supper on 
December 20, and breakfast and dinner on December 21, 1926. 
a total of 150 meals. I certify that this account is correct and 
just. 

Captain, 124th Infantry, 
John Doe, 
Commanding Co. 'A' ". 

The original and duplicate voucher when so prepared and en- 
dorsed, will then be delivered to the Commanding Officer of the body 
of troops on duty, for the approval of the latter and to be forwarded 
by him to The Adjutant General. 

h. ^ In the case of purchases of subsistence in kind, the officer 
making the purchase will endorse on each copy of the vouchers his 
certificate in substantially the follow-ing form, making such changes 
in the italicized words as will fit the case: 

'T'hese supplies purchased for the subsistence of Company 
'A,' 124th Infantry, F. N. G., from and inrluding supper on 
December 21st to and includine dinner on December 26, 1926, 
a total of four and 2 '3 davs while on active duty at Jacksonville, 
Florida. I certify that this account is correct and just. 

John Doe, 

Captain, 124lh Infantry, 

Commanding Co. 'A' **. 
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i. No voucher covering purchases of subsistence will be approved 
nr paid, if for an amount in excess of the allowance fixed under this 
paragraph, or if it covers a period for which subsistence of another 
character has been provided. 

j. "Where cooked meals have been purchased for a period other 
than authorized under this paragraph, but tinder special authority 
from The Adjutant General, a copy of the letter of telegram con- 
taining the authorization must be attached to vouchers forwarded 
for settlement. Unless this is done, and unless the certification pre- 
scribed under sections g and h of ihi- paragraph appear on a sub- 
sistence voucher, it will be disapproved and returned by the senior 

commander to whom it is submitted. 

Medical Supplies and Seivices 

14. When a body of troops is called out for active Stale duty, 
an appropriate number of medical officers and detachment of med- 
ical troops will be placed on duty to furnish necessary medical and 
surgical service. Each medical units is supplied with such field med- 
ical equipment and supplies as is deemed necessary for emergency 
service, and it is the responsibility of the senior medical officer of 
each such detachment to see that such equipment and supplies are 
constantly maintained in prescribed quantities and serviceable 
condition. 

a. When drugs and medical supplies other than articles of issue 
are required, the senior medical officer will apply for authority to 
purchase, as required under Section 29 of the Military Code. 

b. Where single organizations or detachments are called into 
service, and no medical officer is present, the military commander 
will, in emergency where and when medical service is needed, em- 
ploy the services of a civilian physician or surgeon. 

c Hospitalization: When because of injury or illness it is 
deemed best to commit an officer or soldier to a hospital for treat- 
ment, during a period when his organization is engaged in active 
service in aid of the civil authorities, the same procedure will be 
followed as is prescribed under War Department National Guard 
Regulations No. 62 <new). 

Purchases and Serwces 

15. When a single unit is called into active service all authorized 
purchases will be made and services employed by its commanding 
officer. When more than one unit is called into service, the employ- 
ment of authorized services and making of authorized purchases 
will be the function of the supply officer under the supervision and 
direction of the commanding officer. Requests for authority to em- 
ploy services or make purchases not specifically authorized under 
this order will be made by the commanding officer. 

a. No expense will be incurred for repairing or renovating 
Government or State owned property or equipment, or leased prop- 
erty or equipment, without special authority required under Section 
29 of the Military Code. 
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b. No disbursements will be made, nor purchases, nor services 
i-ngaged on account of relief work, or for any purposes other than 
authorized expenses of operations for the troops, without special 
authority in each case, as required by Section 29 of the Military 
Code. 

c. Expendible Quartermaster's supplies: The purchase of such 
expendible Quartermaster's supplies as soap, brooms, scrubbing 
brushes, etc., is authorized within the limits of the allowances fixed 
by War Department Tables of Basic allowances (W. D. Circular 
No. 58, issued under date of July 18, 1923, or, as it may be amended). 
For purchases in excess of authorized basic allowances, special au- 
thority is required. 

d. Preparation of vouchers: All vouchers for purchases and 
services will be prepared in duplicate, in ink, and will be endorsed 
by the officer engaging the service or making the service, showing 
ihe organization or organizations served, the date, and the express 
certification over the officer's signature that "This account is correct 
and just." The vouchers will be obtained at the time the service ia 
rendered or supplies delivered, and when certified, as above re- 
quired, will be delivered to the Commanding Officer of the troops 
for his approval and to be forwarded by him for payment. 

e. Abstracts of expense vouchers: When one or more organ- 
izations are called into service, the Military commander should 
assemble all vouchers and if, upon examination, they are found cor- 
rect, he should note his approval on each voucher, and forward 
them to The Adjutant General. When there are a number of 
vouchers to be forwarded, they should be entered on an abstract, 
grouping them under the following headings: 

(1) Pay 

(2) Subsistence 

(3) Transportation 

(4) Medical supplies or services 

<5) Miscellaneous supplies and services 
Liability of Those is Military Service 

16. Section 35 of the Military Code provides thai no member of 
the National Guard called into active duty by the State shall be 
liable, civilly or criminally, for any lawful acts done by them in 
the performance of their duly. Special attention is invited to the 
italicized words. No officer or soldier is relieved of responsibility 
for any act unless it be a lawful act. It is by no means sufficient 
protection to the individual officer or solider that he should have 
been expressly ordered by some superior military authority to do a 
certain specified thing, if the thing so done was unlawful. 

An impressive instance bearing upon the liability of a soldier in 
the execution of orders while on active duty, is provided in a case 
recently heard before the Supreme Court of the State of Michigan 
(Bishop V. Vandercook, Mich., 1924, 200 N. W. 278). In this case 
ihe Governor of Michigan had by general order placed a body of 
troops on active duty to assist the Sheriff in enforcing traffic regu- 
lations along a section of the Dixie Highway. A detachment of 
troops sent to Monroe County, in pursuance of that order, experienced 
difficulty in stopping travelers on the Dixie Highway, and the Gov- 
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ernor personally and verbally ordered the placing of a log across 
the roadway. Il was held by the court that the defendant was liable 
for damages caused by a car being ditched by a log so placed; 
this although the defendant in placing the log, acted under the 
direct and personal order of the Governor of the State. Il was the 
decision of the court that the Governor may not suspend civil laws 
nor supplant civil authority with military rule while the civil power 
is functioning. 

This case is cited to specially impress upon all officers and en- 
listed men that the fact that they are in uniform and on active duty 
does not relieve them of personal responsibility for their arts, even 
though, as in the case cited, such acts are performed in the execution 
of orders from higher authority. They are exempt from responsi- 
bility only in the performance of lawful acta.

*****, to determine whether the amount and condition of the 
properly in the hands of the National Guard is satisfactory;

scribed; whether the officers and enlisted men possess the physi 
ral and other qualifications prescribed; whether the organiza- 
tion and the officers and enlisted men thereof are sufficiently 
armed, uniformed, equipped, and being trained and instructed 
for active duty in the field or coast defense, and whether the 
records are being kept in accordance with the requirements of 
this act. The reports of such inspections shall serve as the basis 
for deciding as to the issue to and retention by the National Guard 
of the military property provided for by this act, and for de- 
termining what organizations and individuals shall be considered 
as constituting parts of the National Guard within the meaning 
of this act." 

4. Commanding officers will make all necessary preparation for 
this inspection and will take such steps as will insure the largest 
possible attendance. Where there is more than one unit at their 
stulions to he inspected, they will publish schedules, considering both 
the convenience of the inspecting officer and the units.

Announcement is made, with profound regret, of the death of 
Colonel /ruing E. Webster, National Guard of Florida, retired, 
which occurred last night, at his home in Gainesville, Florida.^ 

Colonel Webster commenced his military career in Florida, by 
enlisting in the "Gainesville Guards," an independent company of 
militia, at Gainesville, Florida, in July of 1878, and was commis- 
sioned Second Lieutenant of that company February 21, 1882. He 
was promoted First Lieutenant October 23, 1883, and Captain on 
August 30, 1885. Upon the organization of the "Florida State 
Troops," the company of which he was Caption, was, in June, 1887, 
assigned as Company "A," Second I separate) Battalion. He con- 
tinued as Captain of the "Gainesville Guards" until May 30, 1893, 
when he was promoted to the grade of Major and assigned to com- 
mand the Fourth I separate) Battalion, Florida State Troops. 

Upon the outbreak of the War with Spain, and the formation 
of the 1st Florida Volunteer Infantry, this officer was appointed 
Lieutenant Colonel of the regiment, in which capacity he served 
until the regiment was mustered out of the Federal service. 

In the reorganization of the Florida State Troops immediately 
following the War with Spain, Colonel Webster was assigned to 
command the 2nd Florida Infantry, August 18, 1899, continuing in 
command of that regiment until retired on May 21. 1903, after 
twenty-five years of continuous active service in the military forces 
of this State. 

Colonel Webster's death occurred in his seventy-sixth year. He 
was born in Hartland. Vermont, and moved to Florida as a young 
man. As a citizen of Florida he not only served long and con- 
spicuously well as a soldier, but bore an active and appreciated 
part in the civic life of his home community. The news of his death 
will be received with deep regret by his old comrades throughout 
the State. 

The funeral will be held from his late home at Gainesville to- 
morrow, on which occasion the Florida National Guard will be 
rcpreesnted by the Commanding General of the 31st Division. 

The Commanding Officer of Company "G," 124th Infantry, will 
provide an appropriate funeral escort, and, as a further mark of 
lespect, the flags at the State Arsenal and on all armories through 
the Stale will be displayed at half staff on the day of the funeral.

1. Promotions, appointments and reductions of enlisted men in 
Florida National Guard will be made within each regiment, by the 
regimental commander; within each separate battalion, by the bat- 
talion commander; within battalions having no regimental com- 
panies and batteries having no immediate superior tactical com- 
mander within the Slate, by the Adjutant General. Unit command- 
ers making recommendations for promotions of enlisted men should 
bear in mind that only men of ability who have shown exceptional 
interest in military matters and who are capable of development 
should be recommended for appointment lo non-commissioned office. 
Where appointments and promotions are made, warrants for non- 
commissioned officers will, in each case, be furnished by the head- 
quarters making the promotion. 

2. Transfers of enlisted men within a regiment will be made 
by the regimental commander; within a separate battalion by the 
battalion commander; within a battalion having no regimental 
commander within the State, by the battalion commander. Trans- 
fers from regiments, battalions and special units to other tactical 
commands will be made by The Adjutant General. 

3. Requests for the transfer of enlisted men will, in each rase, 
give the mail or street address, of the man to be transferred, in the 
city to which he has moved. When mail or street address is not 
known, and cannot be learned with reasonable effort, request for 
transfer will not be made, but the man may, after the lapse of a 
reasonable time, be considered as in desertion and request made to 
drop him as a deserter. 

4. Requests for transfer will also be accompanied by duly ex- 
ecuted Certificates of Transfer of Pay Roll Information (Form 
367C-W.D) made out to the commanding officer of the unit stationed 
in ihe city to which the man has moved, the space on the form for 
the quoting of the transferring order being left blank for filling In 
by the headquarters requested to order the transfer. Where the man 
has move dto a city where there is more than one unit, the Certificate 
of Transfer will not be addressed to any Commanding Officer, that 
space being left blank for filling in by the headquarters ordering 
the transfer.

1. The primar)' function of the National Guard is as a com- 
ponent of the military farces of the country for National defense. 
In its militia status, however, the Guard has the further and highly 
important duty as a Stale force of aiding the civil authorities in 
the enforcement of the law and maintenance of order. The Guard 
is most frequently called out for active duty for State purposes, and, 
usually, the character of duly to be performed has to do with the 
handling of riotous assemblies and the dispersement of mobs. Under 
such circumstances the psychological effect of the arrival at a scene 
of disorder of a well-disciplined body of troops, armed with the rifle, 
with bayonets attached, is very depressing to mob spirit. 

The value of the rifle and cold steel in dealing with mobs is well 
recognized, and War Department Regulations for the National Guard 
(paragraphs 791% and 792), therefore, authorized the issuance of 
rifles to organizations basically equipped with other types of arms. 

2. It is obvious that for State needs, units of the National Guard 

not basically equipped with the rifle should have a certain amount 

of Infantry training, and should be equipped with the rifle, as well 

as the primary arm for their particular branch of the service. 
we 

3. Hereafter, standard U. S. Springfield rifles, Cal. 30, with 
bayonets and pertaining equipments, will be issued, in quantities 
indicated, to the following types of organizations: 

Infantry: 

Machine Gun companies 40 rifles 

Headquarters companies, regimental 40 rifles 

Headquarters companies, battalion 20 rifles 

Howitzer companies 40 rifles 

Field Artillery: 

Headquarters batteries, brigade 20 rifles 

Headquarters batteries, regimental 40 rifles 

Service batteries, regimental _ 40 rifles 

Headquarters batteries and combat trains, battalion.... 20 rifles 
Gun batteries 40 rifles 

4. The Stale Quartermaster is authorized and directed to issue, 
without awaiting requisition, the above listed arms and appurtenances, 
with appropriate number of gun racks, in quantities and to the 
organiaztions indicated. Where organizations already have some 
rifles on hand, such additional number will be issued as required 
to bring the quantity on hand up to the number hereinunder 
prescribed. 
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5. Hereafter, when the types of organizations listed in paragraph 

3, of this order, are called out for active duty in aid of the civil 
authorities, they will, unless otherwise specifically directed, move 
equipped with the rifle, taking with them such automatic rifles as 
prescribed for their respective units, and such number of pistols as 
may be required for the use of non-commissioned officers, and 
privates in excess of the number for whom rifles are available.

Nominations and Appointments to 
Commissioned Office 

1. Whenever a vacancy exists in the commissioned personnel of 
any organization of the Florida National Guard, nomination will be 
made by the next superior commander of some person eligible for 
appointment under Section 75, of the National Defense Act. In all 
cases, preference will be given, in order of seniority, to those whose 
qualifications hav been satisfactorily established by the test of ex- 
amination as provided for under paragraph 216 V G. K.. 11922). 
and whose names are carried upon the Eligibility List for Promotion. 

2. As far as practicable, original appointments of company officers 

will be made from competent non-commissioned officers of tin- 
organization. If in the judgment of the commanding officer an eli- 
gible nominee is not to be found within the organization, he will 
select som* person of previous military experience and training, and 
in his letter of nomination state the circumstances that MMMtatH 
this action. 

3. The principle of promotion by seniority will be followed in 
the Florida National Guard, as far as consistent and practicable: 
but nominations for filling vacancies among field and staff officers 
will be made from within the territorial limits to which the nnils 
composing the organization in which the vacancy exists are confined, 
or from communities adjacent thereto. 

4. Nominations to fill vacancies in the commissioned personnel 
wil be in the form of a letter to The Adjutant General. They will 
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be forwarded through military channels, and bear the recommenda- 
tions of all intermediate commanders. 

5. An officer will not make recommendations for appointments 
to grades higher than his own. 

6. Letters of nomination, and applications for authority to take 
examination under paragraph 213, N. G. K.. (1922), will be accom- 
panied by the following papers: 

(a) Application for Federal Recognition and for appointment 
in Officers' Reserve Corps (on M. B. Form 62), prepared 
and forwarded in quadruplicate. 

I hi Record of physical examination (on M. B. Form 63). made 
as required under par. 240, N. C. Ii.. (1922), to be prepared 
and forwarded in duplicate. 

(c) Two letters from representative citizens of the community 
where a nominee for initial appointment resides, testifying 
as to his moral character, standing in the community, etc., 
as required under par. 236, N. G. R., (1922). 

1 'I ' Any recommendations, or other evidences of fitness for com- 
missioned office that the nominee may care to have considered. 

te) A letter signed by the nominee stating that he will accept 
the appointment. 

7. When an order directing a candidate for appointment to 
commissioned office to appear before a board of officers for exam- 
ination is received, the commanding officer of the organization to 
which the candidate belongs will immediately forward to the presi- 
dent of the board a confidential report upon the qualifications of the 
candidate. In cases of examination for promotion the same action 
«ill be taken by superior commanders in the chain of command who 
can give positive information, based upon observation of the candi- 
date, as to demonstrated fitness, etc., as called for under par. 253, 
!S. G. R., as amended. 

8. Upon The Adjutant General's approval of a nomination for 
appointment, or application to take examination, the candidate will 
he ordered before an examining board. 

9. When notice of favorable action upon a candidate by the 
board before which he has appeured for examination is received, 
his appointment to fill any existing vacancy for which he may have 
been recommended, will be made. 

10. Upon receipt of notification of appointment to commissioned 
office, the appointee will itnmediately execute the prescribed oath 
of office (using M. B. Form 337), and will forward the same, in 
duplicate, to The Adjutant General, together with bond in such 
sum and with such sureties as existing State law or regulations may 
require, for the faithful performance of the duties of a commis- 
sioned officer. The appointee having thus qualified, his appointment 
and assignment to duty will be announced in orders, and application 
will be made for his Federal recognition, as contemplated and re- 
quired under par. 213, N. G. R. 

11. No nominee will exercise any function of commissioned office 
until he has been duly appointed, executed an oath of office under 
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such appointment, has filed a bond as required by law, and been 
assigned to duly in orders. 

12. When Federal recognition has been extended an officer, his 
commission will issue. Officers are only entitled to Federal pay 
from date of Federal recognition. 

Qualifications for Promotion 

13. Organization commanders should constantly be on the alert 
to develop specially promising candidates for commissioned office. 
To that end, non-commissioned officers who are believed to possess 
qualifications which fit them for commissioned office should be en- 
couraged to prepare themselves for the exercise of such responsibili- 
ties, and to apply for authority to lake examination for appointment 
in the grade and arm of the service to which they aspire. Such 
applications will be made in the form of a letter addressed In The 
Adjutant General, which, if approved by the commander of the 
organization in which the applicant desires appointment, will be 
forwarded thru intermediate commanders with the recommendations 
of such officers. 

14. Advancement in grade is the normal expectation of all wiin 
hold commission in the military service. The acceptance of appoint- 
ment in any grade, therefore, involves an obligation upon the pari 
of the appointee lo prepare himself for promotion and for exercise 
of the responsibilities of higher office. It follows thai in the selec- 
tion of the candidates for junior grades, it should be an important 
and governing consideration with the nominating authority thai 
those seelcted for initial appointments shall have, at that time, the 
general educational qualifications, force and qualities of leadership, 
as well a9 the character and standing in their respective home com- 
munities, that will fit them ultimately lo command the organization 
lo which they are being assigned. 

Eligibility List fob Promotion 

15. Hereafter, when any vacancy occurs among the coimiii^iniietl 

officers of any organization of the line, promotion will be made 

within such organization from among eligible officers of the next 
lower grade who have passed the prescribed test of efficiency for 
the grade to be filled and whose names, for that reason, are carried 
upon the Eligibility List for Promotion. 

16. An eligibility list for promotion will be maintained in the 
office of The Adjutant General, and will be published from time to 
time. 

17. Within two years from ihe dale of their appointment in any 
particular grade, officers will be required to take examination for 
promotion to the next higher grade, and should make application so 
to do. Upon their pasisng satisfactorily the examination prescribed 
for their promotion, their names will be placed upon the Eligibility 
List for Promotion, in the order of their relative rank. 

18. Any officer of the line who has served two years in one 
grade, without applying to take examination for promotion to the 
next higher grade, shall be ordered to take such examination, and 
upon his failing so lo do and to satisfactorily pass such examination. 
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be shall, wilhin six months thereafter, be ordered before an Effi- 
ciency Board, as provided for under Section 77 of the National 
Defense Act. * 

19. When a vacancy occurs in any organiaztion which cannot 
be filled by the appointment of an officer whose name is carried on 
the Eligibility List for Promotion, the officer next in line for pro- 
motion, by reason of rank, will be ordered before a board of offi- 
cers for examination. 

20. Paragraphs 17, 18, and 19 of this order, will become effective 
October 1, 1927, for all officers now in the service who will at that 
time have held office in one grade for two years or longer. 

21. The regulations promulgated in this order supersede those 
prescribed under General Order No. 11, A. G. O. Fla., 1924, and the 
latter are hereby rescinded.

1. The following regulations governing the use, custody and 
accounting for public moneys and organization funds, are prescribed 
for and will be observed by the Florida National Guard: 

Public Moneys 

2. Public moneys will be used only for purposes for which 
appropriated and as specifically authorized. The term "public 
moneys" will be construed to apply to all moneys received as allow- 
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ances to organizations; from authorized sales of Stale property; 
from ii ii.-- imposed by conrts-marliai and summary courts, and to 
all State funds which may be issued or transferred for military uses. 

3. Requisitions for allowances: An allowance will be paid an- 
nually to the Commanding Officer of each regiment and battalion 
and of certain posts, and quarterly to tbe Commanding Officer of 
each company and battery and authorized detachments; to each 
Medical Officer commanding a detachment of the Medical Depart- 
ment and to the Band Leader of each band, for the maintenance of 
such organizations and the care of all public property entrusted to 
their charge. Such allowances will be paid upon requisition, made 
in duplicate upon prescribed form, and forwarded through Post 
Commanders to The Adjutant General. 

a. Post Commanders will not approve requisitions for allow- 
ances unless they know that the officer submitting such requi- 
sition is entitled by law to such allowance. 

6. Requisitions for allowances will not be approved by The 

Adjutant General — 

(1) When tbe accountable officer has not properly accounted 
for public moneys previously issued to or held by him. 

(2) When the requisition does not reach the office of The 
Adjutant General within the period for which allowance is asked. 

(3) When the organization commander has failed to submit 
the stated reports that are required of him, and 

<4) When, for other reasons, payment may be suspended by 
order of the Governor. 

c. Requisitions, when disapproved at the office of The Adju- 
tant General, will be returned; provided, however, that action 
upon a requisition may be suspended for a reasonable time 
within the period during which it is payable, to afford further 
opportunity for an officer to file required reports, etc. 

4. Accounts current: The fiscal year will run from July 1st of 
each calendar year to June 30th of the succeeding year. Every officer 
receiving and disbursing public moneys shall render an Account 
Current at the end of each fiscal year; when relieved from command, 
and whenever specifically called upon to do so by order of the Gov- 
ernor. Every such officer shall also keep a cash book in which he 
shall enter every cash transaction, making a complete entry in detail. 
At the end of each fiscal year he shall balance the account and shall 
see that his cash balance, as shown therein, agrees with the balance 
shown by his Account Current for the same period, and with the 
actual cash on hand. No moneys will be taken up in this cash book, 
or on the Account Current except those properly classified as public 
funds under paragraph 2, of this order. 

5. Vouchers: Every disbursement must be represented by a 
voucher showing in detail the number and description of articles 
purchased, or character of service rendered. Every voucher must 
show the date on which the purchase was made or service rendered, 
and must bear the receipt of the party to whom payment was made. 

a. Every voucher must bear the approval of the officer author- 
ized to make or to order the disbursements, or must be supported 
by a copy of the order authorizing; the disbursement. The cor- 
rectness of the voucher must also be certified by the officer mak- 
ing the disbursement. 
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6. An officer will have credit for a disbursement made in 
obedience to the order of his commanding officer; provided that 
a copy of the order (if written), be attached to the voucher 
covering the disbursement, or that the verbal direction to make 
the disbursement be afterward confirmed by the Commanding 
Officer with bis approval, in writing, upon the face of the voucher. 
Commanding Officers will not order a disbursement, however, for 
any purpose not authorized by law or regulations, and, when 
credit for a disbursement so authorized is disallowed, it will be 
charged against the officer who ordered it. 

6. Purchases of tangible property: Whenever a disbursement is 
made by which tangible property is acquired, such property will be 
taken up and accounted for on the organization Stock Record, and 
the purchasing officer will prepare Receiving Report I A.C.O. FLA. 
No. 4) in duplicate, forwarding one copy immediately to the State 
Quartermaster and retaining the other with the records of the 
organization. 

7. Disbursements: The term "For the maintenance of such or- 
ganizations" shall be understood to limit disbursements to such pur- 
poses as are specifically authorized under these regulations, and 
such other purposes only as may be specifically authorized from time 
to time by The Adjutant General. No disbursement will be ordered 
by a commanding officer which is not authorized under these regu- 
lations, or for which authority has not been obtained by application 
to the office of The Adjutant General. 

a. Disbursements of public moneys are authorized for pur- 
chases of stationery for official use; of materials for cleaning 
and repairing uniforms, arms an deqquipment; of materials for 
cleaning armories, or repairing armories owned or leased by 
the State; of materials for constructing or repairing gun racks 
or lockers; of materials for constructing or repairing indoor or 
outdoor rifle ranges; of individual lockers; of military books, 
and publications not obtainable upon requisition; of necessary 
furniture for armories, such as chairs, tables, desks, filing cases 
or cabinets, sectional book cases, files for letters, documents, etc. 

b. Disbursements of public moneys arc also authorized for 
the payment of sheriffs' fees in summary court cases; for post- 
age, official telegrams, lights, fuel, water, insurance on State 
property; printing; hauling, freight or express charges on mili- 
tary stores; for hire of janitors or armorers charged with the 
duty of keeping the arms, uniforms and equipment of the organ- 
ization in good condition; for labor in cleaning or repairing the 
arms, uniforms or equipment of the organization; for labor in 
cleaning, repairing or improving the armory of the organiza- 
tion; for labor in constructing or repairing indoor or outdoor 
rifle ranges. Special advance authority must be obtained from 
The Adjutant General before any disbursement of public moneys 
can be made for the employment of clerical services, and such 
authority must be cited on vouchers covering disbursements of 
that character. As a rule authority to expend public moneys for 
the employment of clerical services will not be given to any 
organization whose commanding officer receives Federal "admin- 
istrative pay." 
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8. Transfers: In transferring public funds from one officer to 
another, invoices and receipts will show date and place of transfer, 
the name, rank, office and organization of the officer making the 
transfer; the kinds of funds transferred, and the amount transferred 
under each heading. The receiving officer will indorse upon the 
invoice the date of receipt and file it with his next Account Current, 
upon which he will take up the funds. Receipts will be dated, signed 
an dimmediately returned to the transferring officer, who will file 
them with his next Account Current upon which he will take rredit 
for the amount transferred. 

a. When an officer who is accountable for public moneys is 
relieved from duty, he will certify the outstanding debts of his 
office, or of the organiaztion, if there be any, to his successor. 
Unless otherwise ordered, he will turn over to his successor any 
balance of public moneys remaining in his possession, formally 
transferring the same. 

fa. Upon the disbandment of an organization, the officer ac- 
countable for public moneys will, after the payment of all out- 
standing and proper accounts, make return for all public moneys 
remaining in his possession by transferring them to The Adju- 
tant General. He will also immediately prepare and submit a 
final Account Current covering all receipts and disbursements 
since the date of his last previous account, showing the final 
disposition of balance of funds which he may have had on hand. 

c. Temporary custodians: Should an officer who is custodian 
for public funds be absent from his organization or post, on 
leave or otherwise, for a period longer than thirty days, lie will 
leave the custody of the public funds with the officer succeeding 
him in command, taking memorandum receipt therefor, one copy 
of which will be filed with the fund account, and kept in the 
Council Book during the period of absence of the regular cus- 
todian, and will be returned to him upon his resuming station. 
Where the custodian of funds is to be absent longer tban sixty 
days, a formal transfer of the funds to the officer succeeding him 
should be made. 

9. Funds from authorized sales of State property: Whenever 
any State Military property is ordered to be sold, the proceeds of 
such sale, unless otherwise directed, will be taken up on the next 
Account Current of the Officer making the sale, and special report 
of the sale will be made to The Adjutant General upon the pre- 
scribed form. 

10. Courts-martial and summary court fine: All moneys received 
or collected as fines imposed by courts-martial, including summary 
courts, will be taken up on the next Account Current of the account- 
able officer of the organization to which the delinquent belongs. 

Organization Funds 

11. The term "Organization Funds" (which may be regimental. 

post, battalion, company, battery, band or detachment funds I will 

be understood to mean all funds received by an organiaztion for ils 

use and benefit, other than Federal or State funds issued for specific 
military purposes. For example, funds received as dues from au- 
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lliorized honorary-contributing members of companies or batteries; 
donations from counties or cities, or from any other sources; moneys 
realized from entertainments, subscriptions, or from the rental of 
armories (.when that is authorized), allotments of profit from post 
exchanges, savings in subsistence funds, and similar sources, shall 
lie known as "Organization Funds." 

a. The organization fund: The organization fund may per- 
tain to a regiment, post, battalion, company or other unit of the 
National Guard. It consists of all moneys received from sources 
such as indicated in the preceding paragraph. These funds aie 
received and held in the custody of the Commanding Officer of 
the unit or group of units to which the fund pertains, and, with 
the approval and concurrence of the regimental, post, battalion 
or company council, will be expended by such commanding officer 
solely for the benefit, comfort and enjoyment of the members of 
the organiaztion, or group of organizations, to which the fund 
pertains. 

b. There run be no fund maintained for or in connection with 
any unit or group of units of the Florida National Guard sep- 
arate or apart from the organization funds provided for under 
this order; or which may be held in the custody of any officer 
or disbursed, except upon the approval of and with the authority 
of a council of administration, regularly constituted, as provided 
for under this order. 

c. Organization funds are not intended to be expended in the 
purchase of articles to facilitate the transaction of military busi- 
ness, or for application to official uses. On the contrary, the 
legitimate and proper use of funds of this character is for in- 
creasing the comfort, pleasure, contentment and mental and 
physical development of the personnel of the organization or 
group of organizations concerned. To accomplish this purpose 
it is contemplated that organization funds will generally be 
expended for such purposes as — the establishment and mainte- 
nance of club features in armories; recreation rooms, furnish- 
ings, equipment and' supplies, athletic paraphernalia; food sup- 
plies and entertainment; purchase of magazines and other pub- 
lications, etc. The purchase of intoxicating liquor with organiza- 
tion funds is prohibited. 

• /. Where funds are accrued in any regiment, battalion or post, 
from activities at the post, contributions, or from other sources, 
the council of administration of such regiment, battalion or post, 
should consider whether or not greater benefit would accrue to 
the service by distributing such moneys, or a certain proportion 
theerof to the units making up the command that such council 
represents. In case it is so decided, the council shall by resolu- 
tion indicate the basis of distribution and direct the Custodian 
to transfer funds in proper proportion to the company, battery or 
detachment fund of each unit concerned, and that will be done. 

12. Indebtedness: No purchases will be made or services em- 
ployed as a rharge against the organization funds of any regiment, 
post or unit of the National Guard which will involve an expenditure 
of more funds than are at the time actually on hand in the custodv 
of the commanding officer and available for use. 
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a. INo indebtedness will be incurred as a charge against any 
organization, or its organiazlion funds. Where any commitment 
for expenses is made in excess of funds on hand, it muot be done 
under the personal guarantee and by assumption of personal 
responsibility for the amount involved by the Commanding Officer, 
and that individual responsibility, so assumed, matl be made 
definitely clear to and be understood by the creditor at the time 
the purchase is made or service engaged. 

13. Designation of funds: The official designation of organiza- 
tion funds so held will be as follows: Company Fund, Company "A," 
124th Infantry; Regimental Fund, 116th Field Artillery; Post Fund, 
F. N. G., Miami, Fla.; and correspondingly for other regiments, 
[i.i-i-. separate battalions or other uniis. 

14. Special project funds: Moneys may be set aside from organ- 
ization funds for specific uses, such as: "Armory furnishing fund,** 
"Athletic fund," etc., which may be carried as separate items of the 
organization fund to which the moneys pertain, but in every instance 
will be accounted for in the Council book as a part of the main 
organization fund. There is no authority for the maintenance of 
any military funds that are collected, contributed or co-operatively 
earned for the use of organizations of the Florida National Guard, 
I hat are not treated as a part of organiaztion funds and accounted 
for as prescribed under these regulations. Funds that may by any 
means accrue under the color of military' control will not be other- 
wise held or disbursed, except under special authority from The 
Adjutant General. 

15. Loaning prohibited: The loaning of organization funds 
under any circumstances is prohibited. 

16. Custody of funds: The officer in command or in charge of 
an organization or post to which organization funds pertain is the 
custodian of such funds, and will be responsible under his bond for 
the safekeeping and proper accounting therefor. Such moneys in 
his custody will at all times be kept on deposit in a reputable bank- 
ing institution to the credit of the official designation of the fund, as, 
for example — "Company Fund, Company "A," l-lili Infantry, by 
Captain John Doe, Commanding," or, as the case may be, and will 
be subject to check so drawn, signed by the organization com- 
mander. In no instance will organization funds be retained in the 
personal custody of commanding officers, or be kept on deposit by 
such officers in their own name, or subject to their individual checks. 

a. Temporary custodians: Should an officer who is custodian 
for organization funds be absent from his organization or post, 
on leave or otherwise, for a period longer than thirty days, he 
will leave the custody of the organization funds with the officer 
succeeding him in command, taking memorandum receipt there- 
for, one copy of which will be filed with the fund account, and 
kept in the Council Book during the period of absence of the 
regular custodian, and will be returned to him upon his resuming 
station. Where the custodian of funds is to be absent longer 
than sixty days, a formal,, transfer of the funds to the officer suc- 
ceeding hi mshould be made. 
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17. Transfers: Upon the relief from duty of the Commanding 
Officer of a regiment, battalion, post, or other nnit of the National 
Guard, he will turn over the organization funds in his custody to 
the officer designated to relieve him, taking receipt therefor, and 
entering same in the Council Book as prescribed under this 
paragraph. 

a. When the fund is transferred, a certificate of the following 
form will be made on the next succeeding entry page of the 
council book.

I certify that to the best of my knowledge and belief the fol-

b. Immediately following this certificate will be written the 
receipt of the officer to whom the fund is transferred in the fol- 
lowing form:

c. The theory is that organization funds will be expended 
practically as it accrues, for the benefit of the organization, and 
that no special effort will be made to build up a large fund, except 
for the accomplishment of some definite project consistent with 
the purposes tor which organization funds may be used. Upon 
the demobilization of any unit or grouo of units that have a 
balance of organization funds on hand the commanding officer, 
as custodian of such fund, will transfer such balance of funds 
to the custody of The Adjutant General. 

d. When orders have been issued providing for the disband- 
ment of any National Guard unit, no further disbursements of 
organization funds will be made without specific authority of 
The Adjutant General. If ther» •><■ accounts outstanding against 
the unit that have not been settled, and that are properly payable 
from its organization funds, a schedule of these obligations, giving 
the names and addresses of persons or concerns to whom the 
organization is indebted, and the amount due. will be forwarded 
to The Adjutant General with request for authority to make dis- 
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bursements in settlement of the outstanding account* reported; 
his prior to the transfer to The Adjutant General of any balance 
of funds on hand. 

18. Loss of funds: In the case of a loss of organization funds 
the circumstances will be carefully investigated by a board of three 
disinterested officers appointed by the next senior commander, upon 
bis own initiative if necessary, although responsibility for institut- 
ing the investigation will ordinarily devolve upon the custodian of 
the funds. The report of this board will include an expression of 
its opinion as to responsibility for the loss and recommendation as 
to appropriate action to be taken, and will be forwarded to The 
Adjutant General for decision, through the military authority that 
appointed the board. 

19. Councils of administration: The administration of organisa- 
tion funds, and decisions as to its use, shall at all times rest with a 
Council of administration. Such councils shall be designated and 
composed as follows: 

a. Regimental Council: To be composed of the field officers 
of the regiment. 

6. Battalion Council: To be composed of the battalion com- 
mander, adjutant and one other officer designated in orders by 
the battalion commander. 

c. Post Council: To be composed of the pogt commander, all 
officers of field rank and the commanding officer of each unit 
making up the garrison of the post. 

d. Company, battery, or detachment council: To be composed 
of all officers of the unit and the three senior non-commissioned 
officers. 

e. Band Council: The organization funds of bands will be 
administered separately from the fund- of the service company 
or battery, and the Band Council will be composed of the officer 
commanding the band, the band leader (warrant officer) and the 
senior non-commissioned offiecr. 

/. Meetings: Each Council will meet — 

(1) Upon the order of the Commanding Officer. 

(2) At the call of its president. 

(3) At the call of its president, whenever requested by any 
member of the Council. 

(4) Each Council will be called to meet immediately after 
a change of custodians for the fund, and promptly after the 
quarterly closing of the accounts of the funds. 

g. Duties: The duties of a Council of administration for or- 
ganization funds are — 

(1) To authorize all disbursements of the fund, and make 
recommendations as to the policies under which it is to operate; 
provided; however, that no disbursement shall be authorized 
without the approval of the commanding officer of the unit, 
or group of units to which the fund pertains. 
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I'll To audit the fund account, examining the sources and 
methods by which the fund has accrued, and examining particu- 
larly into all disbursements, transfers and losses, and verifying 
securities and properly listed. 

(3) The audit and examination of the organization fund 
provided for under the preceding sub-paragraph must be made 
within fifteen days after the close of each quarter of the calendar 
year. Report that the audit has been made, with date of same 
and showing result, will be entered in the Council book over 
the signatnre of the President of the Council, attested by the 
Recorder. 

(4) Each Council of three or more members may delegate 
to an executive committee of its own members the performance 
of such portion of its duties as the council may decide, but the 
council will be responsible for the actions of its committee. 

h. Records of Council proceedings: The junior member of 
each CouncjJ will record its proceedings in the Council Book, 
and such proceedings will include a signed certificate by the 
custodian of the fund, that the moneys (and securities, if any) 
are deposited in a reputable banking institution named in the 
certificate, and the proceedings so recorded will be approved by 
the president and recorder of the Council. 

i. Disagreements: Should the Commanding Officer disapprove 
any proceedings, or disbursements authorized in such proceedings, 
and the Council, upon reconsideration adhere to its conclusions, 
a copy of the proceedings will be sent to the next higher com- 
mander for consideration, and his decision shall be final. 

20. Responsibility of Commanding Officers: The commanding 
officer who approves the expenditures of a Council will be respon- 
sible for— 

(1) All expenditures not made in accordance with regula- 
tions, or not properly authorized, and that — 

(2) Required inspections and audits are made to insure 
funds and securities being properly used, safely kept and ac- 
counted for. 

21. Inspections: All organiaztion funds will be inspected at 
least twice each year by regimental or separate battalion command- 
ers, or such officers may, in their discretion and by proper order, 
require such inspections to be made by a field officer or other officer 
of appropriate rank and suitable qualifications. The officer making 
the inspection will indorse the fact, with appropriate remarks, in 
the council book of the fund so inspected. 

a. At least once during each calendar year, and when at other 
times required in orders, all organization funds will be inspected 
by an officer of the Inspector General's Department, or by special 
inspectors. As far as practicable, this inspection will be made at 
home stations, but it may be conducted during the periods of 
summer field training on such days and during such hours as will 
not interfere with the schedule of training in which the troops 
are engaged. 
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b. Inspecting officers will inquire into all matters affecting the 
financial status of the fund; will investigate the propriety of the 
expenditures vouchered, and will lake appropriate corrective 
measures where minor irregularities in accounting or procedure 
appear. 

c. When irregularities of a serious nature appear or are re- 
ported, such as involve misuse or misappropriation of money- 
or securities, the inspector will conduct a thorough investigation 
and will submit a full, written report of the facts to the next 
higher commander not concerned in the (regularities discovered, 
and will mail a copy of such report to The Adjutant General. 

22. Accountss A Council Book will be kept in each organiza- 
tion and for each fund classed as "organization funds." This book 
will contain a record of — 

(1) All receipts and expenditures on account of the fund. 

(2) Property or securities purchased from the fund. 

(3) Proceedings of all meetings of the Council of admin- 
istration. 

(4) Notation of inspections by regimental, separate battalion 
or post commanders and inspectors, signed by such officers. 

( 5 ) Evidence of transfers from one custodian to another. 
■ 61 All other thansactions affecting the status of the fund. 
(7) Public funds will not be taken up on a Council Book. 

a. The entries in the Council Book will be dated as -u.lr 
entries are made: will refer to the pertaining voucher by serial 
number and show date of the actual receipt or disbursements of 
funds. 

b. All erasures or alterations in the Council Book, or any 
other paper pertaining thereto must be initialed by the Custodian. 

23. Vouchers: Every receipt or disbursement must be evidcin -•-«! 
by a voucher and such vouchers must be numbered serially, pre- 
served for at least a year after the closing of the quarterly account- 
ing period to which it pertains and the inspection and audit of the 
fund by an Inspector General. 

a. Vouchers for moneys received may be an invoice, or be 
in the form of a statement prepared by the Custodian showing 
the source, or character of activity from which the moneys 
accrued. 

b. Vouchers for disbursements will be the receipts given by 
the firm or individual to whom payments were made, and will 
be itemized as to purchasers and detailed so as to give full in- 
formation as to services employed. 

c. Entries will be made at the time of a transaction and not 
be permitted to accumulate. 

d. All vouchers will be typewritten, or written with ink or 
indelible pencil. Any alterations will be authenticated with ini- 
tials of the Custodian. 
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e. To facilitate inspection, all vouchers will be folded so as 
to fit an official sized envelope (they may be pasted upon official 
sized sheet if necessary) and briefed at the top of the outer fold, 
as, for example —

1. Announcement is made, Kith profound regret, of the death 
of Captain Menard Doswell, Jr.. Chaplain of the 124th Infantry, 
Florida National Guard, which occurred suddenly, this morning, 
after a brief illness at his home in Jacksonville.

4. Annual Armory inspections of the National Guard are held in 
compliance with Section 93, National Defense Act. So much of 
that Section as gives the purpose of the inspections is quoted: 

" * * ' . to determine whether the amount and condition of the 
property in the hands of the National Guard is satisfactory ; 
whether the National Guard is organized as hereinbefore pre- 
scribed; whether the officers and enlisted men possess the physi- 
cal and other qualifications prescribed; whether the organization 
and the officers and enlisted men thereof are sufficiently armed, 
uniformed, equipped, and being trained and instructed for active 
duty in the field or coast defense, and whether the records arc 
being kept in accordance with the requirements of this act. The 
reports of such inspections shall serve as the basis for deciding 
as to the issue to and retention by the National Guard of the 
military propery provided for by this act, and for determining what 
organizations and individuals shall be considered as constituting 
parts of the National Guard within the meaning of this act." 

5. Commanding officers will make all necessary preparation for 
this inspection and will take such steps as will insure the largest 

possible attendance. Wheer there is more than one unit at their 
stations to be inspected, they will publish schedules, considering both 
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the convenience of the inspecting officer and the units.

Duties and Responsibilities of Post Commanders 

1. The senior line officer present for duly at each po»t of the 
Florida National Gnard is the commanding officer of such post, and, 
as -mli. he ib responsible for all matters of administration al his 
post. Not .only does ihis apply to such matters as are purely post 
:iffairs. but he is responsible, also, for the efficient functioning of -ill 
organizations at his post. This rovers all details of administration, 
■raining and discipline. 

a. "Administration" is the term employed to rover all such 
matters as the issuing of orders, rendering reports and returns, prep- 
aration of payrolls, the supervision of the care of Government 
property, supervision of the care and use of funds in the hands of 
organizations, the enforcement of orders from higher authority, the 
promotion of esprit and morale, etc. 

b. Post Commanders should reply promptly to all official com- 
munications, and when communications are received by them calling 
for action by subordiantes, they should see that the directions thus 
communicated are promptly and effectively acted upon, or replied to. 

c. Such orders as are necessary to cover matters of permanent 
operations at posts should be issued, it being borne in mind that a 
few brief and concise directive orders can be more readily grasped 
and better enforced than voluminous ones covering such minor de- 
tails as might better be left to the judgment and initiation of subor- 
dinates, or be informally communicated by verbal directions. 

d. Reports required by higher authority should be rendered 
accurately and promptly. It is the responsibility of Post Com- 
manders to see that routine reports of units at their stations are 
rendered at the time required and hat hose responsible for the 
rendition of such reports are properly instructed in their preparation. 
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0. The care and use of Government property issued to organ- 
izations is primarily the responsibility of unit commanders, but Post 
Commanders, though not accountable for the property, are respon- 
sible that unit commanders under them exercise such care in its 
storage and use as will adequately protect the interests of the Gov- 
ernment, the State, and the individual officers concerned. Failure 
of Post Commanders to do ihis makes them personally and finan- 
cially liable for loses that may occure because of their neglect in 
exercising proper supervision over those under their command. 

/. Where circumstances exist which endanger public property but 
which appear to be beyond the control of both the unit and Post 
Commanders, it is the duly of the latter to immediately report such 
circumstances to higher authority. In cases of change of command 
of an organization, involving transfer of funds and property, the 
Post Commander will see that these transfers are promptly made, 
and will initiate disciplinary action should there be neglect or un- 
necessary delay upon the part of their party to the transfer. 

g. The proper rare, disbursement and accounting for both public 
moneys and organization funds of all organizations at a post are 
directly under the control and supervision of the Post Commander, 
uhose duty it is to satisfy himself at all times that the regulations 
governing these matters, as published in General Orders No. 13. 
A. G. O. Fla.. 1927. are being consistently observed and conformed 
to. 

h. Matters of training and discipline are especially the responsi- 
bility of Post Commanders. It is incumbent upon them to see that 
the prescribed schedule of armory training is being ronsistently 
and inteligently pursued and to employ such measures as will in- 
sure this. The maintenance of discipline in all organizations al 
posts rests directly upon them, and it is their responsibility to pro- 
vide for the organization and proper operation of summary courts 
and to adopt such other legally authorized disciplinary measures as 
will insure full attendance al drills and proper performance of 
other required military duty. 

Semi-anni al Inspections and Vemficatio of Piblic Military 

Property 

2. Immediately after April 1st, and immediately after October 
1st of each year, it will be the duty of the commanding officer of 
each post of the Florida National Guard to make a careful inspec- 
tion and exact verification of the public military property pertain- 
ing to each unit at his post. The "Memorandum Receipt Account" 
of each such unit will be the basis of these checks of property. 

a. These verifications of public military property are required 
to be made by Post Commanders even though such Post Commander 
may himself be the commander of the unit to which the property 
pertains. 

b. If, as the result of these inspections and verifications of prop- 
erty, it may appear that — 

11) Property is insecurely stored and not adequately protected 
against damage by the elements or theft; or 
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<2) If any of such public property is not in good condition, or 
shows evidence of not being properly cared for; or 

(3) If property is not kept in the armory as required by law; or 

(4) If there be unserviceable property on hand which has not 
been submitted for inspection on "I and I" Report, or for 
survey; or 

(5) If there be any shortage in the public military property of 
the organization — 

the Post Commander will at once require the responsible officer to 
take the necessary action to correct existing irregularities. In each 
such case a report will be made to The Adjutant General by letter. 
The inspection and verification of property will cover each of the 
five phases set fort bin this paragraph, and the report will indicate 
what irergularities or discrepancies weer found and what action 
has bene taken to correct them. In this connection, it will he under- 
stood that the mere giving of instructions as to a course of action to 
be pursued will no be construed as corrective action. The latter 
involves such further and direct supervision as will insure the exe- 
cution of the orders or directions given.

Appointment and Promotion of Commissioned Officers 

1. Nominations to fill vacancies in commissioned grades of the 
Florida National Guard will be in the form of a letter to The Adju- 
tant General. They will be forwarded through military channel* 
and will bear the recommendation of all intermediate commanders. 

2. The principle of promotion b> seniority will be followed in 
the Florida National Guard, as far as consistent and practicable ; 
but nominations for filling vacancies among field and staff officer* 
will be made from within the terirtorial limits to which the unit* 
composing the organization in which the vacancy exists are con- 
fined, or from communities adjacent thereto. 



. 
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3. As far as practicable, original appointments of company and 
battery officers will be made from competent non-commissioned 
officers of tbe organization. If in the judgment of the commanding 
officer an eligible nominee is not to be found within the organization, 
he will select some person outside of the organization of previous 
military experience and training, and i nlii- letter of nomination 
will state the circumstances that necesiBtate this action. 

4. Letters of nomination, where the nominee is not on the 
Eligibility List, heerafter provided, and applications for authority 
to take examination under Section VII N. G. K. 20, will be accom- 
panied by the following papers: 

a. Application for Federal Recognition and for appointment in 
Officers Reserve Corps 'on MB Form 62), prepared and forwarded 
in quadruplicate. 

b. Record of physical examination Ion M.B. Form 63), made 
as required under paragraph 49, N.G.R. 20, to be prepared and 
forwarded in duplicate. 

c. Two letters from representative citizens of the community 
where a nominee for initial appointment resides, testifying as to 
bis moral character, standing in the community, etc., as required 
under pa. 46, e. N.GJt. 20. 

*/. Any recommendations, or other evidences of fitness for 
1 1 1 i i - - i i • 1 1 • ■ » 1 office that the nominee may care to have considered. 

e. A letter signed by the nominee stating that he will accept 

the appointment. 

I. A special efficiency report on the standard efficiency report 
form. (Where the candidate is a member of the National Guard.) 

p. Surety bond in the sum of $1,000.00, premium for which 
w ill be paid by the State on presentation of bill. I Bond required 
only where examination is for existing vacancy. When examina- 
tion is for place on the Eligibility List for promotion, bond will 
be required to be filed at the time of appointment.) 

5. Upon approval at this office of a nomination for appointment, 
or application to take examination, the candidate will be ordered 
before an examining board. 

6. Upon reecipt of notification of appointment to commissioned 
office, the appointee will immediately execute the prescribed oath of 
office <using M. B. Form 337). The appointee having thus qualified, 
his appointment will be made and such appointment and his assign- 
ment lo duly will be announced in orders, and application will be 
made for his Federal recognition, as contemplated and required 
under par. 65, N. G. R. 20. 

7. No nominee will exercise any function of commissioned office 
until he has been duly appointed, has filed a bond as required by 
law. executed an oath of office under such appointment, and is as- 
lifned to duly in orders. 

8. When Federal recognition has been extended an officer, his 
commission will issue. Officers are only entitled to Federal pay 
from dale- of Federal recognition. 
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Eligibility List fob Pbomotion 

9. Advancement in grade is the normal expectation of all who 
hold commission in the military service. The acceptance of ap- 
pointment in any grade, therefore, involves an obligation upon the 
part of the appointee to prepare himself for promotion and for 
exercise of the responsibilities of higher office. It follows that in 
the selection of the candidates for junior grade, it should be an 
important and governing consideration with the nominating authority 
that those selected for initial appoinments shall have, at hat ime, 
the general educational qualifications, force and qualities of leader- 
ship, as well as the character and standing in their respective home 
communities, that will fit them utimately to command the organiza- 
tion to which they re to be assigned. 

10. An Eligibility List for Promotion will be maintained in the 
office of The Adjutant General, and will be published from time 
to time. This list will consist of officers who have undergone ex- 
amination and passed satisfactorily for the next higher grade, and of 
enlisted men who have similarly qualified for appointment in the 
lowest commissioned grade. 

11. Within two years from the date of an officer's appointment 
in any particular grade, he will be required to take examination 
for promotion to the next higher grade, and should make application 
so to do. Upon his passing satisfactorily the examination pre* 
scribed for his promotion, his name will be placed upon the Eligi- 
bility List for Promotion, in the order of his relative rank. 

12. Any officer of the line who has served two years in one grade 
without applying to take examination for promotion, shall not be 
considered eligible for appointment to fill any vacancy that may at 
that time exist in the nex higher grade, if there be an officer on the 
Eligibility l.i-i for Promotion who has satisfactorily parsed the 
required examination and is eligible for immediate promotion. When 
an officer has completed two years of service in the same grade, with- 
out applying for examination as to his qualifications for the next 
higher grade, he will be ordered to lake such examination and. upon 
his failing so to do and to satisfactorily pass such examination, he 
shall, within six months thereafter, be ordered before an Efficiency 
Board, as provided for under Section 77 of the National Defense 
Act. 

13. Organization commanders should constantly be on the alert 
to develop specially promising candidates for commisisoned office. 
To that end, non-commissioned officers who are believed to possess 
qualifications which fit them for commissioned office should be 
encouraged to prepare themselves for the exercise of such respon- 
sibilities, and to apply for authority to take examination for ap- 
pointment in the grade and arm of the service to which they aspire. 
Such applications will be made in the form of a letter addressed 
to The Adjutant General, which, if approved by the commander of 
the organization in which the applicant desires appointment, will 
he forwarded through intermediate commanders with the recom- 
mendations of such officers. 
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14. The regulations promulgated in ibis order supersede those

1. During each fiscal year, that funds are available for the pur- 
pose, two visits of inspection and instruction will be made by a field 
officer to each unit of the Florida National Guard. These visits will 
be made so as to best snit the convenience of the inspecting officers, 
as far as possible, consistent with securing the maximum benefit to 
units. 

2. Unless reasons to the contrary exist, and are advanced, these 
visits will be made during the months of October and March. 
October because it is the middle of the training year and will afford 
opportunity to determine whether or not training programs are be- 
ing consistently followed and whether or not the instruction bein^ 
given is of a standard that will bring the unit to the necessary state 
of efficiency to undergo field training by the end of the armory train- 
ing period. March because it will afford battalion commanders and 
other field officers designated to inspect special units an opportunity 
to determine whether or not programs of armory training have been 
consistently followed, up to that date, and also to ascertain whether 
or not corrective atcion has been taken to remedy any defects that 
may have been noted and commented upon at the Federal Armory 
Inspection of the previous year. These Annual Armory Inspection 
reports will furnish an excellent guide for conferences of the bat- 
talion commanders with the unit commanders, since they cover prac- 
tically al lphases of administration and training. Battalion com- 
manders should investigate and determine whether or not the defects 
noted on these reports have ben or are being corrected. 

3. Organizations belonging to battalions will be Inspected by their 
battalion commanders. Special units of regiments will be inspected 
by field officers designated by regimental commanders. Application 
should be made to The Adjutant General for travel orders, givi->g 
the proposed intinerary, sufficiently in advance to permit ample 
notice (o the commanders of the unit to be inspected. 

4. Funds will be audited on each visit and a report rendered 
on a form which will be supplied by The Adjutant General. Forms 
will also be provided for the report on the general condition of each 
organiaztion. Both of these reports will be forwarded, through 
channels, to The Adjutant General. 

5. The organization commander concerned will be given advance 
notice of these visits, which should be on regular drill nights, as 
far as possible. When that can not be arranged, unit commanders 
will arrange for special assemblies of their units.
